BRITISH AT LAING’S NEK. 


>. LONDON, May 20, 5 a. m.—It is reported 


that the Pretoria government has decided to

igonfirmation of this rumor is at hand, it is 
generally credited. 

According to the report, which is brought 
from Lourenzo Marquez, the decision to ask 
Lork Roberts for terms was reached yester- 


day (Saturday). The message to the British 


Commander-in-Chief, it is stated, asks a 
cessation of hostilities,demands a guarantee 
that the lives of all colonials fighting with 
the Boers shall be spared, and states that un- 
less these terms are granted the mines will 
be blown up and Johannesburg destroyed. 
Tun government has been for some time 
considering the destruction of the mines. 
President Kruger and the Executive council 
were against the proposition, but strong 
popular pressure was brought to bear in 
favor of it. 

President Kruger says he will fight until 
the. last cartridge, but many officials and 
burghers are shaky, and desire a compro- 
mise. They do not want to defend Pretoria 

tor fear that their property will be destroyed 
by bombardment. 

Provisions will soon be scarce in Pretoria. 
All is being taken to Lydenberg, where the 
capital may be removed. 

To Make Last Peace Appeal. 

A dispatch from Berne, Switzerland, re- 
ceived last night, says: The committee of the 
international peace bureau in session here 
has decided to address to the twenty-five 
powers who are signatories of The Hague 
convention a last appeal for their assistance 
to secure peace between Great Britain and 
the South African republics. 

The appeal seeks to show that the clauses 
providing for the settlement of internal dis- 

putes apply not only to conflicts arising be- 
tween the signatory powers but to all in- 
ternational differences. Therefore, it is 
claimed, the offer of mediation by the powers 
in the présent conflict comes within the 
category of cases anticipated by the confer- 
ence and could not be regarded by Great 
Britain as an unfriendly act. : 
Committee Begs the Powers. 

The committee further argues that a me- 
Mating power, as defined at The Hague, 
ought not only to take steps to cénciliate 
the conflicting claims of the disputing states 
dut ought to suggest a means of conciliation, 


Which has not yet been done in the present 


dispute. The committee therefore begs the 
powers who have gained the respect of the 
world in signing the Hague convention to 
ask themselves whether the hour has not 
come to consider an offer of mediation on 


their part as merely a fulfillment of the 


obligation to humanity, or, to use the ex- 
pression employed at The Hague, the “ ful- 
fillment of the duty imposed upon them,” by 
membership in the society of civilized states. 

Finally, the committee expresses the opin- 
fon that the efforts of international diplom- 
acy # skillful, honest, and authoritative, 
would secure the acceptance of proposals 
which would be advanced in the name of the 
clyilized world, and that they would quick- 
ly secure the conclusion of a peace honor- 
able the parties. 


Suggests Exchange of Prisoners.

STILL CHEERING FOR MAFEKING 


People of London Give Up Thirty-six 
Hours to One Long, Continued — 
Celebration.

LONDON, May 20, 3 a. m.—Not alone in 
London but throughout England and the 
empire has the relief of Mafeking been cele- 
brated as no event was ever celebrated be- 
fore. The enthusiastic excitement on Lady- 
smith day exceeded that of the Queen’s 
jubilee, and the transports of delirious joy 
to which London has abandoned itself in the 
last twenty-six hours far transcends any- 
thing witnessed on Ladysmith day. 

No business has been possible, except flag. 
button, and drink selling. Throughout the 
night some districts in London were in un- 
ceasing turmoil, and from the earliest hours 
of yesterday morning the celebration steadi- 
ly gathered in volume and Intensity. Bunt- 
ing is flying from every window exgept those 
of aristocratic Mayfair. Every cofiveyance, 
save that of society, in the streets, is decked 
with Union Jacks. Cab drivers fly flags on 
their whips and horses’ heads and tails. 
Some wear paper caps of red, white, and blue. 
It is an exception to find any one not wearing 
@ favor. The vast majority have flags of 
various sizes. All the younger and a good 
many of the elder section of the population 
carry tin trumpets, which they blow inces- 
santly when not cheering vociferously, and 
aimlessly display/on the whole an utterly 
childish, effusive unrestraint, absurd in its 
disproportion to the otcasion. 

In the city yesterday shops were closed, 
while groups of stovepipe-hatted, frock- 
coated, middle-aged and ordinarily staid citi- 
zens paraded the streets, arm in arm, wav- 
ing flags, blowing trumpets and whistles, 
singing patriotic songs, and acting altogether 
as if they were mad or drunk. They were 
neither. They were only unduly elated and 
unable to give their enthusiasm any more 
dignified expression. | 

Baden-Powell’s mother and sisters held a 
perpetual public levee from the balcony of 
their house at Hyde Park corner to a vast and 
constantly changing mob, who maintained 
an incessant shouting and discordant sing- 
ing. Mrs. Baden-Powell is fragile, but she 
took her turn alternately with her daughters 
in coming forward to bow and wave her 
handkerchief to the populace amid the fiut- 
tering flags and blaring trumpets. The house 
has n suitably decorated. The initiais 
B. P.,“ six feet long, yellow on a blue 
ground, and surrounded by a floral laurel 
wreath, painted on wood, surmounting a 
large placard with Mafeking in colossal let- 
ters covers two floors of the Baden-Powell 
mansion. 
As the night proceeded the excitement grew 
and the revelry became more furious. Well 
dressed girls took a large part in it. 

The newspapers indulge in predictions of 
the early collapse of Boer resistance and the 
rapid termination of the war. The only 
foundation for these prophecies is the 
ridiculous overestimate of the importance 
of the relief of Mafeking prevalent here. 


Celebration Told in Detail. 
[BY ASSOCIATZD PRESS.) 

LONDON, May 20, 3 a. m.—The whole 
British empire has been carried off its feet 
by the news of the relief of Mafeking. Even 
the demonstrations on Ladysmith day pale 
before the spontaneous transports of de- 
Urlum recorded in cablegrams from all parts 
of the world where floats the Union Jack. 
Overstrained feelings have found vent in 
an expression of héartfelt enthusiasm which, 
starting from the various news centers, 
spread like a prairie fire through the United 
Kingdom and the colonfes and converted 
every community into aggregations of 
shouting, cheering, singing, half frantic, 
but for the most part, orderly humanity. 

The empire is en fete and most of the 
people in the United Kingdom are taking a 
holiday in honor of the defenders of the 
little prairie outpost. — 1 

The absence of official confirmation of the 
relief of Mafeking fails to raise a doubt, as 
the Parliamentary Secretary of the War 
office, Mr. George Wyndham, said in the 


House of Commons that no official announce- | 
ment could be expected for at least forty- 


eight hours after the relief had been effected. 

However, further unofficial confirmation of 

the reports of the relief of the long-belea- 

guered town is received in a dispatch from 

Lourenzo Marquez, under yesterday's date, 

announcing that Mafeking F 1d been relieved. 
All Business Kergotten. - 

The scenes in the metropolis yesterday out- 
rivaled the Ladysmith demonstrations. 
Many thousands gave up all thought of work, 
and their employers were only too glad to 
join in the holiday-making. As hundreds of 
loaded trains journeyed from the suburbs 
their occupants kept up a roar of cheering 
which was echoed by the inhabitants of the 
beflagged houses along the route. 


From dawn yesterday morning the crowds 


swelled until the frequented thoroughfares 
were impassable and vehicular traffic had to 
be stopped. No attempt was made to re- 
strain the feelings. Silk ‘hats were equally 
with the workingmen’s cap enveloped in 
Union Jacks. Frock-coated business-men 
did not hesitate to don a sash of the national 
colors and stock brokers vied with street 
urchins in hurrahing for B.-P.” and Mafe- 
king and venting their enthusiasm through 
tin horns, while women of high degree par- 
ticipated in the high carnival with remark- 
able zest. | 


Before the Mansion House. 

Memorable demonstrations had been pro- 
ceeding outside the Mansion House since 
early morning. A dense mass of swaying 
heads brightened by the national colors 
formed an unbroken platform over the im- 
mense unbroken space, stretching far up 
the adjacent streets. Ever anon the crowd 
burst forth with the national anthem, “ Rule 
Britannia,” or “ The Absent-Minded Bég- 
gar.” 

The huge picture of Colonel Baden-Powell 
was cheered until the pople were hoarse 
and every now and then some one with a 
cornet or a flute started a patriotic air. A 
few hundreds broke off the edge of the mass, 
and, forming an impromptu procession, fol- 
lowed the musicians through the neighbor- 
ing highways. 


A similar feeling of gratification found ex-

CHINA TOWN IN TERROR 


PLAGUE MEASURES IN SAN FRAN- 
CISCO MEET RESISTANCE. 


Board of Health Recognizes Existence 
of Disease and Takes Steps to Pre- 
vent Its Spread—Chinese District in 
State of Siege Against Physicians 
on Inoculating Tour—Texas Imme- 
diately Establishes a Strict Quar- 
antine—Troops Guard City’s Exits. 


San 
Chinatown is in a state of siege, with the 
Board of Health as the investing force. The 
Chinese population has withdrawn behind its 
defenses of barred doors, barricaded win- 
dows, and sullen sflence. 

The Board of Health admits that the 
Plague exists and the officials now propose 
to inoculate the Chinese with anti-plague 
serum and to keep Chinatown clean. 

It was learned late tonight that the Chinese 
have retained attorneys to contest in the 
courts the right of the Board of Health to 
compel them to submit to inoculation. 

They claim that at the best inoculation is 
but an experiment, and they wish to protect 
their persons. They will also contest 
right of the Board of Health to interf 
with their business in quarantining their 
goods. 

Federal Troops Guard Exits. 
The federal authorities are codperating 
with the local Board of Health, and the exits 
of the city are being guarded to prevent the 


Chinese or Japanese from leaving the city. 


This morning a force of physicians went to 
Chinatown to treat Chinese with haffkine 
prophylactic as a preventive against the 
plague. 

The doctors detailed to inoculate the Chi- 
nese are to have a hard time of it, every 
possible obstacle bei placed in their way 
by the Chinese. The Consul General is co- 
operating with the Board of Health as much 
as possible; but several demonstrations 
among the Chinese have caused him to keep 
quiet in the matter. He has urged his peo- 
ple repeatedly. to submit to the demands of 
the board. 

Start Stampede in Chinatown. 

When it became known in Chinatown that 
the Board of Health had determined to 
inoculate the residents of the Chinese sec- 
tion groups of Chinese ered on every 
corner and denounced the action of the 
board as outrageous. Some of the mére 
wealthy of the indignant Chinese hurried 
their families into hacks and other vehicles 
in the attempt to send them out of the dis- 
trict. Some succeeded in getting as far as 
the city limits, where they were stopped by 
the police. 

Others attempted to leave the city on 
trains. Several merchants endeavored to 
obtain passage on the steamer America 
Maru, which sailed for the Orient today, 
but there was no room for them on the 
steamer. 

Chinese Gather at Consulate. 

Shortly before noon Wang Chung, secre- 
tary of the Six Companies, Chinese Chambers 
of Commerce, and the President of each com- 
pany, went to the Chinese Consulate to dis- 
cuss the disease conditions in the district 
with the Consul General, Ho Yow. Thou- 
sands of Chinese followed and congregated 
around the entrance toe the consulate at 
Sacramento and Stockton streets, clamoring 
for admission, swearing, shouting, and many 
armed with missiles,. threatening to assault 
the building. 

Wang Chung attempted to speak to them, 
but it was of no avail. The police arrived 
and. dispersed the crowd, which recongre- 
gated in front of the Chinese Six Companies’ 
domicile in Commercial street, and repeated 
the threats. The police again dispersed 


them. 
Texas Takes Precautions. 


News has been received that Texas has | 


eatablished a strict quarantine against the 


plague here. The action is said to have been 
taken as soon as it was admitteg by the 
health authorities here that the e 6x- 


isted. 

The Board of Health has come out platily 
and adopted a resolution dedlaring that 
bubonic plague exists in San Francisco. 
They say that while there are no living 
cases here, there have been six deaths dur- 
ing the last three months, and they have 
decided to take precautions against the de- 
velopment and spread of the disease. 

The resolution, which was adopted late last 
night, reads as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
board that bubonic plague exists in the 
City and County of San Francisco, and that 
all necessary steps already taken for the 
prevention of its spread be continued, to- 
gether with such additional measures as may 
be required.“ 


Will Use Force if Necessary. 


Dr. Vincent P. Buckley, a member of the | 


Board of Health, said that unless the Chi- 
nese submit to the operations a corps of po- 
lice or soldiers will surround Chinatown, 
and no one but those supplied with a proper 
certificate will be allowed to pass through 
the lines. Dr. Buckley stated that while 
the heads of the Six Companies seemed will- 
ing to cotperate with the board, so far 
their efforts to influence their countrymen 
had not proven a success. 


Chinese Consul Indignant. 

The Chinese Consul, Ho Yow, said today: 
It is infamous to begin this crusade against 
us. The Board of Health would not dare to 
treat any other race in this way. If the 
plague were in the quarters no power could 
hide it. The fact that in two months the 
Board of Health has only found five sus- 
pected cases is clear proof that these cases 
were not plague. Two months ago we 
cleaned the Chinese Quarter with great 
thoroughness, and it is now in as good sani- 
tary condition as any other part of the city. 

„It was all I could do last night to keep 
many of my countrymen from resorting to 


‘Gores to prevent health officials invading 


their premises, and I still-fear there may be 
bloodshed, as the Chinese are dangerously 
wrought up over what they justly_regard as 
illegal invasion of their rights.“ 


Washington Authorities Posted. 
Washington, D. C., May 19.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman tonight gave out the following 
statement in regard to the plague situation 
at San Francisco: 
“March 8 Surgeon Kinyoun reported a 
suspicious death in Chinatown and March 


l that he had found the plague bacillus. 


April 27 another case occurred, verified by 
bacteriological examination, and was so re- 
ported May 2. May 13 there were two deaths 
from plague. May 16 another case was re- 
ported. There have been six deaths, and so 
far as known the disease has appeared only 
among the Chinese. 

“The bureau has sent to San Francisco 
about 25,000 bottle of Hdffkine preventive 
and is still forwarding it. It has alse sent a 
quantity of the curative serum. Inspectors 
have been stationed at the railroad crossings 
of the State, and the railroad companies 
have been instructed to refuse the sale of 
tickets to Chinese passengers. A train in- 
spection service has been ordered. The in- 
terstate quarantine law of March 27, 1890, 
will be enforced. The bureau will operate 
through Surgeon Kinyoun, who will codper- 
ate with the State and local boards of health.

under no circumstances must any parties or - 


any freight from San Francisco or vicinity be 
admitted into the State, and a careful ex- 
amination of each train will be had hence- 
forth. 

This action is deemed necessary for the 
reason that there is considerable traffic 
between San Francisco and Texas, both pas- 
Senger and freight, and the State Health de- 
partment considers this movement a wise 
one. They refrained from declaring quaran- 
tine until tonight owing to the fact that they 
could not secure official information that it 
existed. 

The quarantine established today will ap- 
ply until the plague.is declared exterminated, 
regardless of the action of the Marine Hos- 
pital corps in surrounding San Francisco 
with a quarantine, the State Health depart- 
ment preferring to rely on its own force. 


GIRL SAVES A DROWNING BOY. 


Miss Ethel Murray Plunges Into White 
Bear Lake and Rescues Son of 
Dr. L. M. Benepe. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 19.—I[ Special. I- Louis 


Benepe, the 7-year-old son of Dr. L. M. 
| Benepe, of this city, owes his life to the 


rare presence of mind and heroism of Miss 
Ethel Murray, who plunged into White Bea 
Lake to rescue him from drowning. Miss 
Murra¥, with other members of the family, 
was seated at dinner. From a window she 
observed a disturbance of the waters. As 


she gazed an arm and a face rose and dis- 


appeared beneath the surface. 

With a warning cry she sprang from her 
seat, dashed down the winding path, and out 
on the dock 100 yards away. At its end, 
scarcely pausing, she made a strong out- 
ward leap into the water.. In a moment she 
rose some little distance from the pier with 
the form of the child clasped close to her side. 

Miss Murray clung to the struggling child 
until he lapsed inte unconsciousness. Then, 
sadly hampered by her clinging garments, 
she struck out for and reached the dock, 
supporting the limp form of the boy. She 
climbed to the dock whaided and quickly 
sought her home, disclaiming any right to 
the warm words of praise that were shew- 


ered upon her. 
Miss Murray is 16 years old and an expert 


swimmer. 


FENIAN PLOT AT ESQUIMAULT. 
Officer in Connaught’s Rifles Tells of 


Alleged Attempt to Blow Up 
Fort Macauley. 


Vancouver, B. C., May 19.—[Spectial.}— 
Major Bennstt of the Duke of Connaught's 
Own Rifles of Vancouver, B. C., is authority 
for the statement that an attempt was made 
on Fort Macauley at Esquimault by Fenian 
dynamiters on Wednesday night last. 

The story told by Major Bennett is as fol- 
lows: ‘ Some time ago the Admiral at Es- 
quimault was warned on most reliable au- 
thority, presumably the American military 
authorities at San Francisco, that a gang 
of pro-Boer Fenians had left San Francisco 
for Columbia with the avowed, object of 
doing what harm they could with dynamite 
fortifications at Esquimauk.... 
“Several of these Fenians duly arrived 
and have ever since been shadowed by de- 
tectives employed by the British naval au- 
thorities. On Wednesday three of them dis- 
appeared, and on Wednesday night the sen- 
try on guard at Point Macauley saw creep- 
ing towards him in the darkness three men. 
He challenged and immediately fired over 
their heads. The men stood erect. The sen- 
try challenged again and, getting no re- 
sponse, fired to kill. 

„The strangers ran, the guards turned out 
‘and ran in pursuit, firing as they ran, but 
the Fenians are said to have got away under 
cover of the darkness. 

‘The sentry who fired on the suspects be- 
lieves he can recognize them again. 

„Captain Akroyd, in charge of the squad 
of sixty Canadians who are on guard at 
Macauley Point, and other officers since 
spoken to acknowledge that the story is 
true in the main facts. 

„Guards have been doubled on all forts of 
the British Northern Pacific station. The 
dockyards are patrolled night and day by 
two companies of regulars, while the number 
of detectives has been increased.”’. 


POLICEMEN HURT IN ACCIDENTS 


Tobias Larson Run Over and Fatally 
Injered—Alex. Beaubien Is 
Another Victim. . 


Policeman Tobias Larson of the Desplaines 
Street Station was run over and fatally in- 
jured last night by a Randolph street elec- 
tric car. Larson hed just pulled the patrol 
box at Ann and Randolph streets. He start- 
ed to cross Randolph street, when he was 
struck by an east-bound trolley car and 
trailer. The trolley car passed completely 
over him, and he was saved from the wheels 
of the trailer only by the quick action of 
Richard Jones, 630 Lake street, who dragged 
the injured policeman from between the cars 
while they were still in motion. The con- 
ductor, C. H. Pierpont, and the motorman, 
H. Krygsnior, were not arrested. It was 
found that Larson was suffering from a 
fractured skull and internal injuries. He 
was taken to the County Hospital, where it is 
said the he cannot recover. Larson lives at. 
181 North Ashland avenue. He has been on 
the police force five years. ' 

Alex Beaubien, the oldest policeman in 
point of age in Chicago, was injured in the 
morning while attempting to board an elec- 
tric car at Van Buren and Whipple streets. 
Beaubien was about to step on the car when 
he lost his balance and fell, spraining his 
right wrist. Beaubiens besides being the 
oldest police officer on the force, has the dis- 
tinction of being the first white child born 
in Chicago. 

Policeman Patrick Reilly, connected with 
the Central Detall Police Station, was caught 
between two wagons at Randolph and Clark 
streets and sustained slight bruises about 
the chest and back. He was not seriously 


injured.

Many Lodges Holding Sessions and 
Not Theater Performance On 
‘When Dynamo Gives Out and Every 
Lamp Ceases to Shine — Confusion 
Fellows Till Candles and Lamps 
Are Brought—Engineer Tells Why 
‘a Cannot Use Duplicate System. 


Four thousand people, enough to furnish 
the population for a good-sized city, were 
plunged into darkness in the Masonic Temple 
last night by a break in the dynamo that 
furnishes light for Chicago's largest sky- 
Scraper. Lamps, candles, apd a few gas 
jets supplied feeble illumination for three- 
quarters of an hour, when the break was re- 
paired and the 10,000 incandescent globes 
began to glow again. | 

Being Saturday night, many lodge meet- 
ings were in session, bringing an unusually 
large number of people to the building. The 
various meetings that were interrupted by 
darkness were the following:

| Happens at a Busy Hour. 

The lights went out at 9 o'clock, just 
when the lodgers and social organizations 
were in the midst of their programs. Un- 
til lamps and candles were procured, and 
the few gas jets available were lighted, mu- 
sic and dancing and speaking stopped, and 
from their orderly festivities and business 
proceedings the people were plunged into 
confusion. Everywhere there was a scram- 
ble for light. Matches were struck for tem- 
porary relief, until the elevator boys were 
‘Instructed to scatter through the building 
and cry out: Put out those matches; 
you'll start a flre!“ 

This admonition had Mttle effect on the 
occupants of the building, and for a time 
there was much alarm, since the cause of the 
darkness was not known. Many complaints 
were made because the management of the 
building was not prepared for such an emer- 
gency. 

Biograph Turned On in Theater. 

The performance in the roof theater was 
stopped temporarily, but Stage Manager 
Cannon soon took advantage of the dark- 


ness and turned on the biograph. The audt- 


ence apparently thought this was according 
to program and was in ignorance of the real 
condition until temporary lights were 
brought out and the situation explained. 
Four hundred people were dancing in the 
Cypher clubrooms on the seventeenth floor 
when the lights went out. For a moment 
the dancers were transfixed by the sudden 
lack of light. They at first supposed that 
some trick had been perpetrated, but the 
continuance of the darkness soon convinced 
them that something untoward had hap- 
pened. It was found that the gas jets would 
not work, and Thomas Arnold immediately 
set out to procure lamps. In ten minutes he 
effected a primitive illumination with two 
lamps and a candle, and the dancing pro- 


| Boosters Are Wrathful. 

The conviviality of the Boosters’ club 
which was holding a special “‘ We are jolly 
good fellows’ meeting on the ninth floor 
was changed into wrath when the lights 
went out. One hundred and fifty members 
were listening to an oration by President 
John A. Heusner. Chairs were scattered 
about the room, and the efforts of the mem- 
bers to ascertain the cause of the difficulty 
caused much perplexity. 

nally one member cried in a shrill voice: 

“ Where was Moses when the light went 

out? 
At this everybody laughed and good nature 
prevailed, until with the aid of matches three 
gas jets were found and lighted. Then the 
program went on: 

The arguments of the Scotch members of 
the Clan of the Macduffs who met on the 
seventh floor and discussed the merits of 
the Boer war were cut off abruptly by the 
darkness and the members adjourned to the 
hall. When the elevator boy brought a 
kerosene lamp consternation spread itself 
across thirty Scotch brows, and the dialect 
that followed was not intelligible to the 
elevator man. 

The members of other societies on differ- 
ent floors were equally perplexed. For a 
ume the halls of the building were crowded 
with people hanging over the railings and 
calling in chorus, What's the matter with 
the lights—say down there bring us up some 
lights—candles or something-thas the en- 
gineer gone daft?” 


| Lamps Are Distributed. 

Au this time Captain Edward Williams, 
superintendent of the building, was running 
from one part of the skyscraper to another 
in an effort to procure relief from the dark- 
ness. One hundred lamps were obtained and 
distributed through the building. People 
who came late to attend meetings were led 
to the elevators by the light of lamps set on 
the floor. Except for the dim light cast by 
the lamps the passengers of the elevators 
were shot upward through a shaft of dark- 


ness. 
The pall of darkness hanging over the usu- 
ally brilliantly lighted building created won- 


der on the streets adjoining. The lack of the 


crown of lamps surmounting the structure 
told the people that something was the mat- 
ter inside, and several hundred persons 
crowded into the vestibule to make inquiries. 

The engineer explained that the bullding is 
supplied with two sets of dynamos which 
provide two systems of electric lighting. 
The dynamo which was not disabled last 
night had been under repairs and it had not 
not yet been fixed. Had the accident oc- 


no one would have known of it.

One Hundred and Twenty Men 
Are Now on Their Way 
After the Thousands 
Already Gone, 


MANY START EVERY DAY, 


Effects of Labor War Being Felt 
in All Lines of Business 
as Well as in Popu- 
lation. 


Three trains, running over three different 


now speeding over the continent, carrying 
120 Chicago mechanics who have left the 
city and are seeking employment elsewhere 
in order that they may not be obliged te see 
their familles and themselves remain de- 
pendent upon tHe unions to which they bes 
long. These men compose only a small com- 
pany in a great number of workmen who 
have left the city, since the labor war com- 
menced. 

One hundred of the men who left the city 
last night are members of the Bricklayers 
and Stonemasons’ union. These men left in 
a body over the Illinois Central for New 
Orleans, where they will be put to work on 
an office building, for which David Burns, a 
New Orleans contractor, has the contract. 
All carried with them thelr tools, upon 
which fifteen weeks of rust and dust had 
accumulated. The majority were married 
men, and were leaving their families in Chi- 
cago for their unions to support until they 
were able to earn enough money to send for 
them. All of the men have been out of work 
for fourteen weeks, many of them have been 
idle for fifteen weeks, and some of them 
have not been employed since the building 
season closed last fall. 

Besides the bricklayers, two other parties 


ot men left the city during the day, Twelve 


structural tronworkers left for Baltimore 
over the Pennsylvania, and eight more left 
for St. Paul over the Northwestern. 

The number of men who departed yester- 
day is not exceptionally large, according to 
the statements of the business agents of the 
various unions of the Building Trades coun- 
ciy and according to the opinion of manu- 
facturers of material and other people who 
are well informed, in regard to the condi- 


tractors deny that the exodus is serious. 
Exodus of Men Is Large. 
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Fifteen Weeks’ Idleness the Cause. 

Fifteen weeks have passed since the in- 
auguration of the general lockout and strike 
in the bullding trades. During that time 
nearly 10,000 members of the Building Trades 
council have been forced to leave the city in 
order to find work. Nearly 10,000 more are 
now being supported by the counell and the 
affiliated unions, 7,000 are at work for union 
contractors. The remaining 10,000 are either 
able to support themselves or have left the 
city without informing the officers of the 
unions of their intentions. , These figures in 
regard to the exodus of men are as accurate 
as it is possible to give and are obtained by 
a canvass made among labor leaders. 
In estimating the entire number of per- 
sons who have left the city John A. Long, 
President of the Board of Business Agents 
of the Building Trades council, the man who 
is kept best informed. of the state of affairs 
amgng the unions, declares that the estimate 
given in Tugs Tripuns of Friday is accurate. 
He estimates that one-fourth of the mem 
bership of the Building Trades council has 
left the city. Of these he declares 23,000 
have taken their wives and children with 
them. With the families counted this would, 
make the total number of persons who have 


be added 3,000 persons engaged in the manu- 
facture of building material who, M. &. 
Madden declares, have left the city. One 
thousand other persons indirectly affected 
by the labor troubles have left the city. The 
estimate in Tus TRIBUNE was 22,000 persons. 


Trade Is Affected Seriously. 

Not only have the labor troubles affected 
the population of Chicago seriously, but they 
have affected its business interests. Martin 
B. Madden, President of the Western Stone 
company, declared that he believed trade 
had fallen off one-half, and that every bust. 
ness in the city dependent upon local trade 
had suffered to a great extent on account 
of the labor difficulties. 

“ZT am not making any wild guesses said 
Mr. Madden. “I am in the possession of 
information that comes from sources which 
I cannot name at present. From all these 
sources I receive the same advices, that 
business has been nearly ruined by the labor 
troubles. One-half of the trade is gone. 
The conditions vary greatly, but I do not 
think there is any business which has not 
suffered.

HAVANA, May 19.—It has been learned 
that Charles F. W. Neeley recently sent to '

The evidence is beginning to show that he 
intended to invest heavily there. The gov- 
ernment is endeavoring to discover some way 
to attach his property there. 

The evidence so far secured, it is stated, 
does not show that Acting Auditor A. C. 
Reynolds is implicated in the postal frauds, 
unless he may possibly have some knowledge 
of the wrongdoings. Consequently his sur- 
veillance is only nominal. : 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster General Bris- 
tow, accompanied by his private secretary 
and three inspectors, arrived today. He 
Says that he has no order to suspend Mr. 
Rathbone, which, he says, will not be done 
except from Washington, It at all. Mr. Bris- 
tow will take charge of all the postal affairs 
in the island.

Letter of Presentation. 


It was as follows: 

Sir: In accordance with the joint resolution ‘' to 
avcept from the national encampment. of the G. 
A. R. a statue and pedestal of the late General 


’ Dilysses 8. Grant, approved Aug. 14, 1890, the 


committee of the Grand Army appointed to that 
end have caused such statue to be executed and 
the same is now placed in the rotunda of the 
Capitol. The statue is an original work, modeled , 
by Mr. Franklin Simmons, the American artist, 
having his studio in Rome. 

A brief recital of the origin and purpose of this 
memorial work seems proper. General Grant, as 
were other of the leaders of the union armies, in- 
cluding Generals Sherman and Sheridan, was a 
comrade of the G. A. R., having been mustered 
into Meade Post No. 1, Department of Pennsyl- 
vania. He wore.its badge on all proper occasions, 

thized with its objects, and fraternally min- 

gied with its membership. It was natural, there- 
fore, at Mount McGregor, New York, July 23, 1885, 
t his comrades of the Grand Army, while 
mingling their grief with-that of all their country- 
men, should desire in some special manner to 
Signalize their affection for his person and their 


“appreciation of the great services he had rendered 


to his country and to his age. 
+ Accordingly, Sept. 24, 1885, the then Com- 
macnder-in-Chief of the G. A. R. addressed a cir- 
eular letter to the pests and departments of the 
order suggésting. the creation of a fund by vol- 
Untary subscription, no more than 15 cents to be 
received from comrade, for, as 
ar, the rect ion of a mohu- 
ment which, avolding all exaggeration or mere 
motive & display, shall be in keeping with the 
simplicity of the life and character of our great 
leader, of such intrinsic excellence as shall com- 
mend it to the care of the nation, and thus through 
all succeeding generations be our memorial as well 
as a monument to his fame.“ At the succeeding 
national encampment the project was laid before 
it, met with its hearty commendation, and steps 
were taken to facilitate its accomplishment. 

By directions of sucteeding national encamp- 
ments the work was continued until the fihished 
result was brought within the shelter of the 
Capitol and is now presented for your acceptance. 
The fund contributed represents the offerings of 
more than 70,000 of his comrades, most of whom:

all of whom had hailed him as their comrade in 
the later day of peace. 

In their behalf we who now survive commit. 
this semblance of his person to the care and keep- 
ing of the nation whose walis he helped to make 
stronger, rejoicing in the knowledge that the 
memories it will invoke are of good will today 
and will be of concord through all coming time.

GRANT STATUE UNVEILEDIN CAPITOL YESTERDAY 


was saved and united forever. Within eight 
years he was President of the United States, 
and but a short time ‘thereafter all the 
potentates of the world felt honored in 
standing uncovered before the modest, un- 
assuming American, the former wood chop- 
per and country clerk. Today his statue 
honors the Capitol of the greatest nation on 
earth. 
Grant as Soldier and Man. 

It was my good fortune to see him, 
when he was known as Captain Grant, at 
the State capital in IIlinois, assisting the 
4.djutant Generar of that State in organizing 
its volunteers for the civ] war, and later 
when he was Colonel of the Twenty-first 
Illinois Volunteer Infantry, and when he 
‘was commanding the District of Cairo, and 
at Fort Donelson and Shiloh, and’during the 
campaigns of Mississippi and Vicksburg and 
his occupancy of the Executive Mansion here 
in Washington I had the honor often to meet 
and know and be known by him, and'he was 
ever and always the sume kind, courteous, 
lovable gentleman. He voluntarily did me 
personal kindnesses when I was a boy sub- 
altern under him, and I loved him and I re- 
vere his memory. 

As a military commander he was patient, 
firm, earnest, and persistent. In action, 
under fire, he was quiet and impassive, seem- 
ingly intent only in working out victory, and 
utterly oblivious of personal danger. He ab- 
hored unnecessary bloodshed, but thought it 
more merciful, when the opposing forces 
were within striking distance to bring on a 
decisive battle than to allow his soldiers to 
be decimated by the diseases of idle camps— 
and when his victory was won, his con- 
3 opponents had no truer friend than 

e 


‘ He fought battles not for the purpose of 
killing men, but for the purpose of saving 
his country: and when a battle was over he 


wished to take his enemies to his heart and 


make them his and his country’s friends. 
I do not belleve he ever had an unkind feel- 
ing for any man living or dead, whether he 
wore the blue or the gray, and I do be- 
lieve his great heart went out to all. 
When General Buckher, at Fort Donel- 
son, asked that commissioners might be ap- 


pothted to consider the quéstion of capitula- 


tion, Genera] Grant answered that such com- 
missioners were uhnecessary, and demanded 
immediate and unconditional surrender, add- 
ing that he purposed to move immediately 
upon their works. That was Grant the Gen- 
eral. General Buckner surrendered uncon- 
ditionally; and that night, after ‘ taps,’ Gen- 
eral Grant found and entered Genera! Buck- 
ner’s tent, and taking out his ‘pocketbook, 
said: General Buckner, you are a prisoner 
and. will be sent North. I presume you have 
no money that.is current with us, and I 
wish to share mine with you.’ That was 
Grant the man. 
Human Side of His Character. 


„Again, before the commencement of the 
final eampaign at Vicksburg, he called Sher- 
man and others of his Generals about him 
and informed them that he purposed to put 
his army across the river, south of Vicks- 
burg, cut loose from his base of supplies and 
communication th the North, move into 
the interior of Mississippi, and then attack 
Vicksburg from the high groud at its rear. 
None approved his plan; and Sherman, to 
put himself on record, wrote and delivered to 
General Grant an official letter‘ protesting 
against the proposed operation. | 
General Grant disregarded the opinions 
of his Generals, the protest of Sherman, and 
executed the movement, fought the battles 
of Port Gibson, Raymond, Edwards Sta- 
tion, Jackson, Champion Hills, and Black 
River, and cooped the confederate army up 
in Vicksburg, with its capture an absolute 
certainty. That was Grant the General. 
When the. success of the movement was as- 
sured, instead of forwarding this letter in 


the regular way to the Adjutant General of 
the arniy, the usual course, he handed it to 


Sherman and told him he had better burn 
it. That was Grant the man. ’ 

“Down in Virginia his order was to fight. 
it out on that line—forward by the left flank. 
That was Grant the General. When General 
Lee surrendered, General Grant, on his own 
motion, stipulated that the brave men of 
that: army should take with them to their 
homes, to aid in cultivating their fields, the 
animals they had used in trying to destroy 
him and his army. Further, when Presi- 
dent Johnson proposed to arrest General 
Lee and try him for treason on account of 
the part he had taken in the rebellion, Gen-

the hope that their sale might bring his loved 
ones a little something after. he should be 
gone.

Grant Greater than His Critics. 

General Grosvenor of Ohio said in part:

During that 
time there have been wars in the world. 
During that time there have been great 
changes in military tactics, in military or- 
ganization, in military supplies arid muni- 
tions, and all that appertains to military 
arm of the governments, but I venture to 
say that among those who have come and 
gone, among those who have led armies in 
Egypt, in Gerthany, in France, there has 
been no man who has any pretense of com- 
petition with Grant as a soldier today. 

He has been criticised somewhat by one

CEREMONIES IN THE SENATE. 


Statues of Grant, Benton, and Blair Ac- 
cepted with Fitting Observances 
in the Upper House. 


‘Washingon, D. C., May 19.—The closing 
hours of the session of the Senate today 
were occupied in accepting from the State 
of Missouri statues of Thomas H. Benton 
and Francis P. Blair, located in Statuary 
Hall of the Capitol, and from the Grand 
Army of the Republic the statue of General 
Ulysses 8. Grant, located in the Capitol 
‘rotunda. 

A series of addresses were made, begin- 
ning with one by Mr. Vest, who spoke eu- 
logistically and eloquently of both Benton 
and Blair. He was followed by Mr. Hoar. 

At the conclusion of the speeches the reso- 
lution accepting the statues of Benton and 
Blair were adopted. The Senate then pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the resolu- 
tion accepting from the G. A. R. the statue 
of General Grant. Mr. Hansbrough pre- 
sented a concurrent resolution similar to 
the one offered earlier in the day in the 


House by Mr. McCleary, and it was adopted. 


A soldier's tribute to a great soldier was 
the brief speech of Senator Hawley [Conn. ]. 
He congratulated his comrades of the G. A. 
R. upon the successful consummation of a 
great work and said the noble gift was ac- 
cepted with sympathy and gratitude. 

After a handsome eulogy by Mr. Harris, 
Mr. Turley delivered a notable address from 
the viewpoint of a private soldier in the 
ranks of the confederate army. He said 
that the sentiments of the people of the 
South had in recent years changed toward 
Grant and gradually had become those of 
eordiality and esteem. :

Congress Asked to Approve a Measure 
Which Provides for an Experiment 
Station at Ann Arbor to Determine 
the Cause of the Disappearance of 
the Water Dwellers and to Provide 
a Remedy Therefor—Disapproval of

tor McMillan intro- 
duced a bill for the establishment of an aqua- 
cultural station on the great lakes within 
the borders of Michigan, to aid in acquiring 
and diffusing information among the people 
concerning. the fisheries of the great lakes 
and to investigate the conditions of life sur- 
rounding these fishes, so that a scientific 
basis for the solution of the fisheries prob- 
lem of the lakes may be provided. 

The bill provides for the establishment, 
under the direction of the Board of Regents 
of the University of Michigan, of an aqua- 
cultural experiment station. The staff of the 
station will consist of a director of scien- 
tific ability, and who possesses knowledge 
of fishes; a superintendent, the necessary 
assistants, and mechanics. An annual re- 
port willl be made by this body to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, together with recom- 
mendations. 

A memorandum accompanies the bill, 
which says the fisheries of Michigan are 
among the most important industries of the 


country, employing a large number of men, 


and producing an annual output valued at 
more than $1,000,000, These fisheries have 
been deteriorating many years, and are 
now, in some localities, entirely exhausted. 
It is conceded everywhere to be a matter of 
importance to maintain and restore the fish 
on the great lakes. At various times the 
government and States have expended large 
sums in efforts to artificially propagate the 
whitefish and other fishes. ; 
Realizing the cause of the decline in fish- 
erles is not known. to a certainty, nor the 
means to restore them, the Michigan Fish

=. St. Louis, Mo., May -19.—[{Special.}—The 
Presbyterian General Assembly devoted 
itself today to the questions of growing 
reésponsiblliity in the matter of ministerial 
relief and the method of appointment of 
standing .comniittees, otherwise known as 
the Peoria convention.” ‘ ° 

Saturday is a short day in the assembly, as 
the commissidhers usually have an excur- 
slon in the afternoon, in order that the 
church in which they are meeting can be 
prepared for Sunday services; and today 
was no exception to the rule. The morning 
session closed at noon, and in the afternoon 
there was an excursion on the Mississipp!i 
River. 

In the assembly the first order of the day 
was ministerial relief, and while the report 
showed that there had been more names 
upon the roll than ever before, the contri- 
butions have not kept pace with the addi- 
tions to the roll of annuitants. The report 
was presented by Louis H. Severance of 
Cleveland, and the address was made by 


| board, who declared that $25,000 more each 
year is needed. 

Dr. Agnew gave a long array of statistics 
showing that the board had on its roll today 
one minister's family to every eight minis- 
ters on the roll of the General Assembly. 
In 1860 the board had only one minister's 
’ family on the roll to every eighty-seven min- 
isters tn the assembly. 

The question of the appointment of com- 
mittees by the Moderator was discussed for 
half an hour, Dr. Radcliffe of Washington 
being the chief speaker.

The minority re- 
port for the Peoria overture, he said, was 
based on a wrong idea of the assembly or- 
ganization. The Presbyterian Church and 
the United States are both republics, he 
said, but the details of organization vary. 
The Moderator of the assembly is President, 


ate, and often Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Bench at the same time. The Peoria plan, 
he said, was chimerical. The idea is not re- 
publicanism. It is not even democracy,” 
he said. It is ecclesiastical populism.”

Fully 
500 delegates were present this morning 
when the National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections convened at the State- 
house for the second day's session. The

Ernest P. Bicknell of Chicago today ad- 
dressed the conference on the management 
of insane asylums. Miss Julia C. Lathrop 
is a member of the Committee on Public 
Policy in the Care of Insane, and R. D. Law- 
rence of Springfield is on the Committee 
on State boards and commissions. John T. 
Peters of Springfield, correspondiug secre- 
tary of the conference for Illinois, is an 
active worker on several committees. Karl 
Kelcy of Chicago will speak on “ Public 
Charities” at the Congregational Church 
tomorrow. Mr. Kelcy is a layman. 

The Committees on Resolutions, Organiza- 
tion, and Time and Place were appointed this 
evening. The Committee on Organization, 
the officers, and standing committees, are 
all nominated by this committee. The mem- 
bers of the standing committees are also 
nominated by the common organization.

Announcement by Gov. 
He Has Revoked the Appointment 
of the Mine-Owner in Favor of Mar- 
tin Maginnis Reaches the Upper 
House and Is Promptly Sent to the

Washington, D. C., May 19.—At the open- 


ing of today’s session of the Senate President 


Pro Tem. Frye laid before the Senate a dis- 


patch from the Governor of Montana, Rob- 
ert B. Smith, announcing that he had re- 
voked the appointment of W. A. Clark as 
Senator, made by Lieutenant Governor 
Spriggs, and had appointed Martin Maginnis- 
to fill the vacancy. 

At the request of Mr. Chandler, chairman 


of the Committee on Privileges and Blec- 


tions, the telegram was referred to his com- 
mittee, 


Senator Chandler also has received a pro- 


test against Mr. Clark’s being seated, signed 
by Speaker Stift of the Montana House of 
Representatives and a number of other coun- 
ty officials, dated at Missoula, Mont., y 18. 


Protest to Senate. 


The protest sets forth the proceedings in 
the Senate in the case of Senator Clark and 
then says: 

Whereas, It is apparent from the facts and cir- 
cumstances following that at the time Mr. Clark 
was delivering his speech in the United States 
Senate notifying the Senate of the fact that he 
had tendered his resignation, his son and others 
who were associated with him during the contest 
before the Legislative Assembly in January, 1899, 
and who are shown to have been participants in 
the bribery and corruption practices in his elec- 
tion, were in the capital of Montana, his resigna- 
tion having been so timed that it would reach 
the office of the Chief Executive of the State of 
Montana during the absence of the Governor of 
the State, and while the Lieutenant Governor was 
acting Governor, and upon whom it is evident that 
they could confidently rely for the consummation 
of a scheme for his appointment; and, 

Whereas, All the circumstances surrounding the 
transaction indicate, and we believe, there was a 
conspiracy laid on the part of W. A. Clark and 
those who were associated with him in the con- 
test before the Legislative Assembly of January, 
1899, and who had by false and fraudulent pre- 
tenses induced the Governor of the State to absent 
himself therefrom, that the Lieutenant Governor 
(evidently a party to the scheme) might be the 
acting Chief Executive for the purpose of accept- 
ing the tendered resignation and making the ap-

Following are a few of the statements in 
this protest: 8 

The resignation, instead of being sent directly 
to the Chief Executive, was actually sent to his 
son, C. W. Clark, in Butte, and by his said son 
delivered to the Lieutenant Governor at Helena. 
The purpose of this method of transmission ap- 

rently was to provide for its delivery to the 

leutenant Governor if the Governor was out of 
the State, but otherwise to withhold it, mean- 
while a plan being deviaed to get the Governor 
out of the State so as to enable the Lieutenant 
Governor to make the appointment. 

When the Governor left the State the Lieuten- 
ant Governor also was absent, having left for the 
purpose of attending the People’s Party National 
convention to be held at Sioux Falls, 8. D. Rut 
by a singulas coincidence the latter official, who 
is Mr. Clark's personal friend and business asso- 
clate, left the convention before it had made its 
nominations or transacted any business and hur- 
ried back to Montena, arriving in time to receive 
Mr. Clark's resignation from the hands of his 
son. Then, within a few hours after the resix- 
nation was received, and only about twenty-four 
hours before the Governor’s return, the Lieuten- 
ant Governor appointed Mr. Clark to fill the sup- 
posed vacancy. 

Belief is then stated Governor Smith was 
fraudulently lured from the State by Mr. 
Clark, through his agents, for the purpose 
of enabling Mr. Clark to resign in his ab- 
sence, and to be reinstated by the appoint- 
ment of the Lieutenant Governor before the 
Governor could return.

MAJOR HARTIGAN’S BATTALION CAP- 
TURES A STRONGHOLD, 


Surrounds a Town on Island of Luson, 


Takes Three Hundred Prisoners, | 


Three Arsenals, and 80,000 Rounds 
of Ammunition—Brigade Command- 
er, General Schwan, Describes in 


Letter to Col. Gardener the Brave 


Work of Thirtieth b. 8. v. 


Letters received by Dr. J. B. Weintraub of 
this ‘city from his brother-in-law, Edward 
H. Siegel of E Company, Thirtieth U. 8. V., 


contain some interesting information in re- 


gard to the brave work of that regiment, 
which is operating against the insurgents on 
the Island of Lugon, P. I. In a letter dated 
Tayabas, April 1. 1900, Mr. Siegel tells of a 
successful expedition by a battalion of the 
Thirtieth Regiment under Major Hartigan. 
On the eighth day of their march the troops 
discovered and captured a stronghold of 
the insurgents, of the existence of which 
notiling had been known to the Americans. 

Major Hartigan captured 300 insurgents, 
180 of them armed, three arsenals, five pow- 
der mills, and about 50,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition. The Major surrounded the towa 
sent the news of the 
capture to headquarters by a courier. He 
also captured sévéral valuable papers con- 
taining the information that the insurrec- 
tion was to be renewed with better arms 
and equipments on March 25. 


Brigade Commander Schwan’s Letter. 


In his letter Mr. Siegel inclosed a copy ofa a 


letter written by Brigade Commander Gen- 
eral Theodore Schwan to Colonel Cornelius 
Gardener of the Thirtieth U. 8. V. Infantry, 
under the date of Feb. 16. The letter reads 
as follows:

V. Infantry, 
under Colonel Gardener, formed part of the 
expeditionary. brigade lately commanded by 
the undersigned, from the time of its or- 
ganization at and departure from San Pedro 
Macati on Jan. 4 to Feb..8, when it was dis- 
solved, all of its troops except the cavalry 
having been distributed to posts, charged 
with the pacification of certain indicated ter- 
ritories adjacent thereto. Other regiments, 
including two battalions of the Thirty sev- 
enth, Thirty-eighth, and Fortieth Volun- 
teers, were for a time attached to the brig- 
ade, and did splendid work. ; 

“ The Thirtieth U. S. V. Infantry deserves 
special notice and commendation. The o 
Jeet of the column to which it belonged was 
the destruction or dispersion of the enemy in 
the Provinces of Cavite, Lagunas, Batangas, 
and Tayabas, and the permanent occupation 
of this territory by United States troops. 


Hotbed of the Insurrection. 

„The provinces above named may be said 
to have been the hotbed of the insurrection 
and the locality in which the insurrectionary 
movement had its origin, while in the north- 
ern part of Luzon the collapse of the rebel- 
lion, through the vigorous action of the 
Thirtieth U. 8. V. Infantry on Jan. 1, was 
an accomplished fact. 

“The insurgent organizations in the prov- 
inces named were then still intact, in fact, 
had been reinforced by accession from the 
north. The hostility of its population pre- 
cluded the formation of a scout and spy 
service. The lack of wagon roads and of 
accurate maps made the task assigned to 
the brigade an exceedingly arduous and diffi- 
cult one; nevertheless, it was practically 
completed within less than three weeks. 

“This gratifying result of the expeditions 
was in a large measure the work of the Thir- 
tieth Volunteer Infantry, enduring long 
marches under the tropical sun, mostly over 
the réughest conceivable trails, frequently 
interrupted by combats with the enemy, and 
on short allowances of food, which, most of 


the time, had to be carried on the men/s 


backs. 

“During the time of fits existence the 
brigade covered about 360 miles, exclusive 
of side tripa, probably the greatest distance 
passed over by any of our expeditions. The 
hardship to which a soldier, especially afoot, 
weighted down with his gun, cartridges, 
blanket roll, haversack, and canteen, is sub- 
jected to on marches in tropical climates 


can hardly be understood by any one who 


has not served with troops under like condi- 
tions, yet the marches of this expedition 
were cheerfully performed, with a minimum 
of straggling by all regiments, including 
those whose service in the brigade was not 
continuous. 


Held the Advance at Majayjay. | 
“From Binan, where Steele's battalion 
routed the enemy, to Mayellenes, where 
Hartigan's battalion disperged the enemy 
and captured the insurgent General Norrell, 
and again at Batangas, where Gardener 
commanded the advance that drove the 
enemy from the town, we touched at points 
which mark the route of this splendid regi- 
ment. It participated in the stubborn fight 
at San Diego and held the advance at the 
intrenched stronghold at Majayjay. 
After accompanying brigade headquar- 
ters to Santa Cruz the regiment turned about 
and marched through hostile country to 
Tayabas, covering two different routes, each 
column engaging and driving the enemy, 
effecting a close connection at Tayabas. 
Steele's battalion of these indefatigable 
troops pushed on by the hardest of trails 
over the rugged mountains and arrived at 


Lucban, thus closing the main trail leading 


south to the Caramines. All this is a record 
of fighting and marching and excellent serv- 
ice which reflects the greatest credit upon 
the regiment, of which each man may be 
justly proud. 

“A sense of duty impels me, and it ar- 
fords me the greatest pleasure, to express to 
you and through you to the officers and men 
of the Thirtieth United States Volunteer 
Infantry my sincére thanks for their sol- 
dierly conduct on this trying campaign. Re- 
spectfully, THRO.

THAT MARKS NEW CHURCH SITE. 


St. Paul's Congregational Choir Sings 
Doxology While Minister Guides 
Handle Bars and Congregation 
Pulls on a Long Hope Out on the 
Green Prairie—Symbolical of United 
Efforts That Made Edifice Possible— 
Bishop Merrill Lays Corner-Stone. 


Away out on the green prairie near the 
western boundary: of the city last evening 
a hundred men and women dragged on a rope 
that pulled a plow through virgin soil. A 
choir stood bareheaded in the cold evening 
wind singing the doxology, while the pastor 
of the congregation that was pulling the 
plow through the stubborn sod and singing 
as they worked grasped the handles of the 
plow and guided it until it had made a fur- 
row that marks the spot where some day 
will stand St. Paul's Congregational Church. 
The new church is to be built at Belden 
and West Forty-second avenues. More than 
200 persons gathered there last night to take 
part in the ceremony of breaking ground 
for the new edifice. The Rev. W. R. Parr, 
pastor of St. 


third and Courtland ‘avenues, was the first 
to arrive at the new site. He was out there 
with one lay member of his flock long be- 
fore 6 o'clock, the time set for the ceremony 
af ground breaking. Pastor Parr, with a 
fifty-foot tape measure and four wooden 
pegs, marked off the site for the church and 
drove in the pegs and fixed everything ready 


‘so that when his congregation came there 


would be nothing for them to do but catch 
hold of a long rope and drag the plow 


Women Carry Fire Shovels. 

The members of St. Paul's, together with 

their families and all the neighbors for a 

mile around, began flocking towards Pastor 

Parr’s four wooden pegs about sundown. 

They carried scoop shovels, garden rakes, 

picks, and spades with which to assist the 

plow in turning over the stubborn soil. The 

women carried nice little fire shovels with 

which to demonstrate every little helps, and 

some of the brothers wheeled their children 
in 8 and then put them down 

on “the green sward and stood by with the. 
wheelbarrow ready to move small sections 

of sod around the lot. 


silhouette. against the ruddy sunset, came 
a lonely figure. The figure carried some- 
thing over its shoulder. The congregation 
of St. Paul’s and other spectators watched 
it curiously. The figure with the something 
over its shoulders came nearer. ‘‘ Ah!“ said

Miss Jennie Bradshaw went around in 
the crowd distributing the souvenir badges 
of the occasion. It was a badge shaped like 
a sickle, and with the words Reapers ’’ on 
one side and the text, The harvest is great, 
but the laborers are few,“ and the words 
“ Will you be one?’ on the reverse side of the 
sickle. There was another wait until one 
of the church brothers drove up a spring 
wagon, from which the plow was unloaded. 
Then everything was ready. 

The church choir sang “I Love Thy 


Church, O God” and Pastor Parr offered 


prayer. Then he made a brief address, in- 
which he told of what St. Paul's Church had 
done and what it hoped to do. He said the 
dragging of the plow through the soil by 
all the members of the congregation pull- 
ing on the rope was to be symbolical of the 
united efforts’ which had made the new 
church building possible, and without which 
in future the new church would fail of its 
mission. 
Then Mr. Parr asked every one to lay hola 
ot the rope attached to the plow and help 
break the ground for the new building. 
Fifty feet of rope was tied to the plow and 
the members of the church took hold wher- 
ever they could get an opportunity, although 
the assemblage of small boys swarmed 
around the plow and laid hold of the rope 
with such loyal good-will that they started 
dragging it upside down across the prairie. 
— — of the church finally rescued 
plow.

way, Dr. H. J. Patton hitched himself in As 
wheelhorse, and John Ferrier consented to 
be yoked in with the doctor on condition that 
the latter would not shy at white bits of 
paper or get his feet mixed up in the traces.

Parr was pushing down on the handles in- 
stead of raising them up. He plowed several 
furrows out of the air, and then Mr. J. M. 
Keeney, who used to do such things when 
he was a boy, came to the rescue and dug 
the nose of the plow down into the ground, 
laid a nice clean furrow straight between 
the first two pegs marking one side of th 
new church site. 

Mr. Parr decided he was not a success as 
A plowman, and so abdicated in favor of Mr. 
Keeney, and turned in with a shovel instead. 
After the plow had made the first circuit of 
the lot some of the volunteers gave out, and 
a new lot caught up the rope.’ 


Plow Bounds Through Soil. 

The Epworth league members decided they 
were not doing their share, and Miss Daisy 
Starbird, Miss Elia Fossil, and Miss Mattie 
Ausens took hold of the rope, and with the 
reinforcements the plow, went bounding 
through the soil. * > 

The spectators on the sidewalk rang their 
bicycle gongs, the small boys yelled, the 
members of the congregation sang hymns, 
and Mr. T. S. Pemberton tooted loudly upon 
a tin horn. After the congregation had 
dragged the plow four times around the 
new site a team of horses was hitched in 
and the work of turning up all the ground 
on the church lot was completed. : 

The new church will be a frame super- 
structure on a brick and stone foundation. 
It will have a frontage of thirty-six feet 
with a depth of sixty-three feet and will 
cost $3,500. ~

pPREPARIMO FOR THE ECLIPSE. 


Astronomers and Amateur Photogra- 
phers Interested in the Partial 
Obscuration of May 28. 


Astronomers and many other people not 
belonging to that guild are looking forward 
with considerable interest to the eclipse of 
the sun which will take place on May . 
At the University of Chicago observations 
will be made with the six and one-half inch 
equatorial telescope. by Professors Kurt 
Laves and F. R. Moulton, the resident as- 
tronomers at the university. Professors 
Hale and Frost already have left the Yerkes 


| observatory for the place in Georgia where 


they will make thetr observations. 

The observations in Chicago will have 
little scientific importance. As less than 
seven-eighths of the sun's’ disk’ will be ob- 
scured no observations, spectroscopic or 
otherwise, of the corona can be made here, 
and photographs will have no particular 
value. evertheless the students of the 
university will be given an opportunity to 
observe the eclipse. 

Numerous amateur photographers have 
written to Tas Tumors inquiring as to the 
method of taking photographs of the eclipse 
by means of the simple instruments at their 
command. In reply to these the following 
statement is made: 

By interposing a smoked glass betwten 
the lens and the partly obscured sun ama- 
teurs may obtain with some care a picture 
of the eclipse; but the picture will be merely 
shadowy spots without detail and with no 
practical or scientific value: Clear photo- 
graphs with sufficient detail can be ob- 
tained only with the assistance of a good- 
sized telescope, following the movement of 
the sun by means of clockwork: Even with 
a telescope, however, no photograph of any 
value could be obtained beyond the belt of 
total obscuration, because the light from the 
unobscured part of the sun’s disk would 
prevent the obtaining ot any record of the 
corona and protuberances of the sun.

Harry Crawford, alias Coffee, of Clarks- 
ville,- Ia., yesterday afternoon shot and 
| probably fatally wounded William N. Con- 
stant, altas West, ot St. Louis. The shoot- 
ing took place in the third flat at 2005 State 

treet: Then Crawford went to his room at 

State street, where he later submitted to 
arrest Without resistance, claiming he had 
fired in self-defense. Constant was re- 
moved to Mercy Hospital, where the phy- 
siclans did not expect him to survive the 
night. 

Crawford, who claimed that jealousy and 
outraged friendship were among the causes 
that led up to the shooting, was locked up 
at the Cottage Grove Avenue Station. Ed- 
ward Colbert, Louis Brigham, and Arthur 
Jenson were detained as witnesses. Craw- 
ford claimed Constant had run away with his 


wife. 
Crawford was arrested at 7 o'clock last 


night in his room, his whereabouts being 
discovered through admissions made by 
Arthur Jenson to Lieutenant .Q’ Brien. As 
a result of the shooting the police claim they 
have found a brace of dangerous burglars, 
should Constant live, as a jimmy and other 
implements of the housebreaker, were found 
in Constant's room, also a gold watch, the 
police claim to have been stolen. 


Story of the Shooting. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday morning Crawford 
rang the bell to the flat at 2005 State street, 
and on the appearance of Louis Brigham, 
who runs the flat for Mrs. A. . Keyes, the 
proprietress, displayed a revolver and de- 
manded to khow if Constant and Mrs. Craw- 
ford were within. He had been following 
them for three months, he said, and had 
tracked them from St. Louis. Being tou 
that Constant was not in, he said he would 
call again. He said he did not intend to 
shoot any one, but wah only prepared to 
protect himself. 

At 1 o'clock he returned, and at 4 o’clock 
came again, when Mrs. Crawford, or West, 
met him at the door. Crawford demanded 
to see Constant arid also asked for her watch, 
which he claimed to be his. 

All right.“ sajd the woman, vou shall 
pete it. Only go away and come back in an 

our.“ 

Then, Brigham says, he closed the door and 
heard nothing further until the shots rang 
out. Five shots were fired, two, Crawford 
says, by Constant and three by himself. 
According to Lieutenant O’Brien, after 
questioning the witnesses, all five shots were 
fired by Crawford. Mra. Keyes ran out of 
her room at the sound of the reports and 
was confronted by Crawford, who pressed 
his revolver to her head and swore to kill 
her should she betray him to the police. 


Lieutenant O’Brien’s Views. 
Lieutenant O’Brién points out 
bullet which may end 
tered through the back. Crawford, he says 
shot Constant unawares. When taken into 
custody Crawford claimed to be badly 
wounded, exhibiting two bullet holes through 
his coat and vest. On examination the 
wounds proved to be mere scarifications 
having the appearance of having been made 
by a stick of caustic or a hot iron. Crawford 
will be held pending the result of the in- 
juries to Constant. Both are said to be 
wanted by the St, Louis police. >

Ten-Year-Old Boy’s Testimony hentia’ 
That of the Prisoner and His Friends 
‘ Jmpresses the Jury So Deeply That

The testimony of Michael J. Synon’s 1 
year-old son has brought the white-haired 
old man to the gallows for wife murder. & 
was on Feb. 26 last that Synon beat his 
wife Agnes to death in their residence a 
240 Green street, and yesterday in Judge 
Baker's court he was sentenced to hang. 

During the trial Synon’s neighbors tog 


self gave the best proof of their testimony 
by flying into fits of rage at Assistant States 
Attorney Smith.

After the verdiet was read Synon 
went—back to his cell in the jail, cursing 
Then he cried, and called upon his dead wits 
to bear Witness that he had not been her 
murderer. After that he became quiet, and 
ordered a big dinner. 


; Story of Synon’s Boy. 

The young boy on the-witness stand had 
told how he left the hoube early on the 
morning of Feb. 26 to go to school. He said 
that when he left his father was quarreling 
with his mother because she had given him 
only a five-cent piece for car fare to hie 
work down-town. The father seemed to he 
angry. The boy said his mother had a clow 
bag in her hand, but that she would not give 
the father any more because she was saving 
money to, pay the rent. His father wie 
cursing and declaring that he would have 
more money, but the mother still refused 
to give him more. Then the boy, frightened 

his father’s actions, turned and ran away 
school. 

At noon he went back, but could not get 
into the house. He ran and looked in through 
a back window and saw the room in con 
fusion. He crept away down the alley ang 
cried until it was school time again, and he 
went back to his classes. At half past 
when school was out, he crept back again 
to his home. He peeped through the kitchen 
window and saw that somebody had picked 
up the broken dishes and set things in order, 
He tried the door. It was still locked. Then

Synon in attempting to testify in his own 
behalf told contradictory stories. He tried 
to set up an alibi by swearing that he had 
spent all the forenoon of Feb. 26 at the a= 
loon known as the House of David in lar 
street. He had witnesses to prove that he 
had been in the saloon all the forenoon of 
the day of the murder, but most of his wit 
nesses merely swore that they had seen 
Synon at the saloon after 10 o’clock in the 
morning of that day. Against all the wit

The rules and regulations Med by the 
government authorities for taking the cen- 
Sus are explicit and interesting. In every 
city having 8,000 inhabitants or more the 
enumeration must be completed within two 
weeks after June 1, and in all other districts 
before July 1. The enumerator is informed 
that he has the right of admission to every 
dwelling—including institutions—and to 
every manufacturing or mechanical estab- 
lishment within his district, for the purpose 


olf obtaining information required. He has 


the right to put every question contained in 
the census schedules, and to obtain answers 
to each and all of them. 

But he is cautioned not to intrude need- 
lessly upon any person visited the com- 
pulsory feature of the enumeration. 


Instructions to Enumerators. 


The instructions then say: 

In case your authority is disputed, display your 
official badge, and also your commission, which 
you should carry with you, to be shown in case 
of necessity. After all other means have failed, 
call the attention of the person refusing to give 
information to the penalty in section 22 of the 
census act. Much can be done by tact and persua- 
sion. It is of thé utmost importance that your 
manner should, under all circumstances, be cour- 
teous and conciliatory. In no instance should 
you lose your temper, or indulge in altercation or 
threats. Many persons will give information 
after a night's reflection which they are indis- 
posed to give when first visited. If, after exhauat- 
ing your powers, you fall to secure the desired in-

CURRENT NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Story of Prospective Leasing of the Bur- 
lington by the Pennsylvania 
Is Denied. sade 


— — 


The sensational reports emanating from 
Wall street alleging that conferences are be- 
ing held between President Cassatt of the 
Pennsylvania and President Perkins of the 
Burlington, with the view of leasing the lat- 
ter road to the former, dre met with of- 
ficial denials of the most emphatic kind. A 
few days ago THE TRIBUNE made mention 
of the reports, and stated that managers of 
the Burlington have denounced them as pure 
fiction, and without a shadow of a founda- 
tion. The officials of the Pennsylvania also 
telegraphed denials of the reports yesterday. 
It is quite evident that some Wall street in- 
terests are spreading these reports for the 
purpose of booming Burlington stock. 

With the same object in view, another re- 
port was wired from New Yorw during the 
day to the effect that the Union Pacific in- 
terests were buying large blocks of Burling- 
ton stock in order to secure representation 
in the management of the road. The report 
stated that 560,000 shares of Burlington stock 
had been purchased recently by one house in 
New York for Union Pace account. 

In contradiction of this report, the transfer 
books of the Burlington show that dealings in 
the stock of late have been rather below than 
above the normal, 

As regards the Pennsylvania-Burlington 
report, it may be stated that the two sys- 
tems are among the largest in the world, 
and their consolidation would require such 
a concentration of capital as is deemed to be 
utterly impossible. 


Move to Stop Rate Juggling. 
Commissioner F. C. Donald received a cir- 
cular saying that New York brokers are 
manipulating rates between New York and 
Chicago by using certificates issued on ac- 
count of the national convention at Cincin- 
nati of the Luther League of America.

ANALYSIS OF CONTESTS. 


Champion Is a Worthy Holder of 
the Title Who Does Not 
Shirk Fight. 


HE WILL MEET ANYBODY, 


{BY GEORGE SILER.) 

Inability to deliver a knockout blow to a 
man like Jeffries, who, it seems, is proof 
against such blows, probably lost the cham- 
pionship to James J. Corbett on the night of 
May 11. I am not, understand, belittling or 
taking any credit from Jeffries, as I consider 
him a champion from his feet up or from his 
head down, just as you like to measure him. 
But, figuring Corbett's speed, science, and 
everything else pertaining to the fighting 
game, bar, of course, hitting powers, on the 
showing he made I am forced to admit, 
judging from the accounts of the contest, 
that Jeffries had a narrow escape. 

Only seven minutes of actual fighting re- 
mained, and had Corbett been fortunate 
enough to skip around and defend himself 
for that length of time more, it would have 
been up to Referee Charley White to pro- 
claim to the world which is, or was, the bet- 
ter man. Fortunately for White, and also 
for Jeffries, the knockout came before the 
limit of twenty-five rounds was reached. 

It took a load of responsibility from the 
referee, and probably retained to Jeffries 
the championship. I do not wish to infer 
that had the fight gone the limit Corbett 
would have been returned winner, or that 
the contest would have been declared a 
draw, as none but the referee had the power 
to decide that question. Therefore, I use 
the words probably retained.” It's only a 
guess with me, as with everybody else, what 
White's verdict would have been, so I'll pass 
up that end of the argument. 

Now, to the fight and the fighters. To be- 


gin with, Corbett’s showing was a surprise 


to everybody, with probably the exception 
of his manager, his trainers, and a few inti- 
mate friends. The world at large, however, 
Was surprised and dumfounded. First, be- 
cause the fight was not a fake, as was all 
along supposed: second, because Jeffries did 
not win in jig time; and third, because Cor- 
bett staid as long as he did, and had none 
the worst of the milling. He was given 
ten rounds at the outside to remain before 
the big and powerful ex-boilermaker, but 
when he was there good and strong at the 
end of the twentieth round, then the twen- 
ty-first, and again at the end of the twenty- 
second, it began to get more than interesting. 
Those who were rooting for Jeffries to win in 
a hurry began boosting for Corbett. Prob- 
ably not boosting for him to win, but surely 
to have him stay the limit. 2 

Public sympathy always leans towards 
the under dog, and Corbett certainly was 
considered the under dog in that affair. He 
Was slated to lose, and to lose in a hurry. 
That was expected and looked for, and 
everybody had their mouth twisted in shape 
to say, 1 told you so."’ As the contest 
progressed, and Corbett was holding his 
own, the “ I-told-you-so’s” changed their 
tune, and began rooting for Corbett, and 
when the knockout e they were sorry 
and said they wished he had won. Such is 
public sympathy. 

When a man is down everybody is waiting 
to take a kick at him, but as soon as he gets 
to his feet and shows no ill effects from the 
kicks he has received, those who kicked him 
the hardest are the first to laud him to the 
skies. That is human nature the World over. 
Tu bet there are thousands of men in New 
York City today who turned up their noses 
Whenever Corbett’s name was mentioned, but 
are now falling over each other to grasp him 
by the hand. ‘ 


Supposing he did want the police to stop 


his fight with Sharkey in San Francisco, and 
Supposing Jim McVey did save him from de- 
feat when he met Sharkey in New York, 
Gian't he give Jeffries a warm argument for 
twenty-three rounds, and don't that offset all 
the unmanly or unfair things he did in the 
past? That, too, is human nature the world 
Over, and human nature cuts all the ice and 
fn all seasons of the year at that. Friends 
and foes are taking their hats off to Corbett, 
as they did after he defeated Sullivan, and 
to be in with the swim I shal! have to follow 
uit. He put up a grand fight; grand because 
M was not expected. He was considered a 
has-been as a fighter. His constitution was 
80 broken down, sc shattered, that it was 
thought a shame to pit him against such a 
man as Jeffries. | 

It was said, and not behind closed doors 
either, that the fight was going to be a fake: 
that he, Corbett, made the match simply and 
Purely for an advertising dodge for his 
Saloon, and the Lord knows what else was 
aid about him and the match. However he 
Stumped them all, and that is why he is a 
hero today.

Both men should be given all the credit pos- 
sibie. Corbett for the grand and unexpected 
fight he made against a man with whom it 
was thought he had no chance, and Jeffries 
for defeating a man as scientific and so well 
conditioned as was Corbett. 

Jeffries intends to make hay while the sun 
shines, or, in other words, wants to take on 
any of the big fellows before the Horton 
law funeral, which takes place on Aug. 31.

The shot put and hammer 
throw were held just outside the building, 
and the bicycle races were held over a course 
on the smooth pavement of Green street 
through the university grounds. The dashes 
were held on the firm turf of the drill ground, 
while the walk and longer runs were held 
on the track on Illinois Field. This arrange- 
ment permitted the holding of the meet with 
the least possible discomfort, and by 4 
o’elock the rain stopped and the sun began 
to appear. 

Despite the bad weather the meet devel- 
oped some unusual performances. Records 
were broken in the shot put, hammer throw, 
and high jump. Dougherty’s mark of five 
feet eleven inches in the high jump is far 
better than any of the colleges are doing. 
He has beautiful form and cleared the bar 
in the best style of any Western man since 
the day of Amos Clark. Bell, the runner, is 
a whirlwind, and Stuart is a most remark- 
able performer. 


Other Schools Don’t Enjoy It. 


But despite the well won victory of Biggs- 
ville the other high schools don’t enjoy 
having a little jerkwater’’ town—as they 
call it—come off with so much coveted a 
prize.

TRAP SHOOTING IS NOW A PERMA- 
NENT SPORT. 


Americans Are a Nation of Marksmen 
and Love Guns — Increase in the 
Population Has Led to Decrease in 
the Supply of Game, and Sportsmen 
Have Taken to Pigeon, Glass Ball, 
and Clay Targets — Dropping for 
Place Is in Disrepute.

There are people who declare trap shoot- 


ing is not a sport. Others say it is the great - 
est sport on earth. Be that as it may, there 
is no question whatever that trap shooting 
has come to stay. The principles of Amer- 
ican government leave this people free to 
bear arms, and for generations they have 
enjoyed such opportunities in outdoor sport 


as never befell any other civilized nation of 


the globe. The American naturally loves 
a gun and as a nation we are a nation of 
marksmen. Meantime the increase of popu- 
lation, augmented annually by hundreds of 
thousands of immigrants from Europe, has 
everrun the free and open country of Amer- 
jea and cut down the supply of our large 
and small game to a most discouraging ex- 
tent. It is no longer possible for the average 
Sportsman to find shooting near his home. 
He must travel hundreds or thousands of 
miles to get the sort of shooting which our 
fathers enjoyed close at home, and from 
year to year it becomes more and more 
doubtful whether he will find much game 
even at the end of the longest and most ex- 
pensive journey. 

Less than a double decade ago an Illinois 
genius discovered that a substitute for a 
live bird could be found in a glass ball which 
would break when struck by a charge of 
shot. The idea was popular, and glass ball 
clubs sprung up all over the country. 

Then the clay pigeon was invented, with 
the trap which would propel it for many 
yards, with a rotary motion, giving it a fair- 
ly steady flight. Yet later on, another in- 
yentor discovered that he could make a 
target of ashes, coal tar, etc., which could 
be thrown just as well as the old clay pigeon, 
and Which would break more readily when 
struck by shot. This discovery put the 
geal of success upon the sport of trap shoot- 
ing i this country. Ten years ago it was 
but an infant; today there are hundreds 
of thousands of men who indulge in it all 
over America. 

One target manufacturing firm this year 


- will ship nearly ten million targets. One 


firm of ammunition manufacturers, and by 
no means the largest one at that, will ship 
more than ten million loaded shells, a large 
partion of which will be used in trap shoot- 
ing. The artificial targets can be bought, 
laid down, at $4 or $5 a thousand. The trap 
for throwing them costs but a few dollars. 
More than this, there has been invented a 
magazine trap, which can keep a continua! 
stream of these frangible disks in the air 
-at once. These marks for the shotgun are 
always at hand and are less expensive than 
game. The American loves to use a gun, 
and here he has his opportunity. Our game 
may come or go, but trap shooting we have 
and probably will always have, or at least 
for many years. 

No sport in the country has experienced 
more frequent phases of experiment, or has 
undergone greater or more materia! changes 
than this same sport of trap-shooting. The 
conditions under which it is practiced leave 
it open to a certain amount of corruption 
and dishonesty, provided that the partici- 
pants care to so demean themselves as to 
take advantage of the conditions. Natural- 
ly, not all men are equal in skill with the 
gun. One man may practice perpetually, or 
he may be gifted with a shooting genius, as 
some men certainly are. 

A dosen years ago it was no unusual thing 
to see the ringer or the skin game” 
man everywhere in the trap-shooting game, 
as much as in the cheap gambling games 
of many sorts. The shooting ringer was 
like the professional feot-race man. He 
put on a hickory shirt and a pair of overalls, 
and wandered off into some community 


‘where he was not known, and where there 
was a trap-shooting in progress, with con- 


siderable money up in prises. He entered 
on the same footing with the other shoot- 
ers, and by reason of his greater skill he 
won most of the money. If he got a weaker 
shooter into a tie, he shot him out and took 
all the purse for himself. The Americans 
are plucky people, and slow to “ squeal.” 
In most cases the victims took their medi- 


eine and made no complaint. Gradually, 


however, the game of the ringer brought 
its own destruction. The skin game man 
became known as the sport became more 
general, and such men were barred from 
many of the shoots. Today it is not possi- 
ble for any shooter to make any money at 
this sort of practice. Theré are so many 
fine shots all over the country. even in the 
purely amateur ranks, that any one who 
thinks he can shoot is joyfully welcomed 
to come in and try, and the chances are 
that he will leave more money than he takes 
with him. 

Another feature which brought trap shoot- 
ing into grave disrepute was that of “ drop- 
Ping for place.“ This term may not be so 
familiar to the general public as it is to the 
trap shooter, It may be simply explained 
by stating that when shooters meet for a 
Sweepstakes they put up each an amount 
of money sufficient to pay for the price of 
throwing the targets and to leave a sum of 


money in the purse beside. Each man has 


his money in the purse in equal amount, and 
each has a chance to win the entire purse, 
It is not customary for the purse to go to a 
single winner, however, but it is divided into 
several moneys, say, 40, 30, 20, and 10 per 
eent. 

The largest per cent in, say, a twenty-bird 
face, will go to those who break twenty 
targets. The 30 per cent part will go to 
those who break nineteen, 20 per cent for the 
Sighteen, 10 per cent to the seventeen men. 
Now it may happen that several men may 


Peak twenty straight and only one or two, 


for instance, break seventeen or eighteen. 
This form of division of the purse is called 
lass shooting. It may readily be seen that 
Sometimes there is more money per man for 
those who break seventeen or eighteen ina 
Shoot than for those who break nineteen or 
twenty. 

It was a shrewd and dishonest shooter who 
first discovered that class shooting thus 
put a premium on poor shooting sometimes 
father than on the best shooting one could 
do. This wily individual,.when he saw there 
Was more money in the lower places, would 
Geliberately miss a bird instead of trying 
to break it. This is dropping for place.” 


. dt is as dishonest as pulling a horse in a 


orse race, and it is even more vicious, be- 
cause of the extreme difficulty of detec- 
tion. Some say that this crooked work is 
the fault of the system, but this is not really

question it is far cleaner than it was even 
two or three years ago. 

The growth of a large number of skilled 
shooters itn the country brought out an- 
other perplexing feature. These expert 
shots were employed by the great gun and 
ammunition houses. ‘Fhey made a business 
of trap-shooting, where others made it a 
sport. With their expenses paid, with a 
salary behind them, and with free guns 
and ammunition at their command, they 
traveled the year around all over the coun- 
try, and shot in on the same footing with 


the men who put up their own money and | 


who shot purely for sport. Some of these 
experts were the finest fellows in the world, 
and were always welcome at a shoot. It 


was merely the bigness and pluck of the 


American heart, however, which for years 
overlooked the fact that here was a dis- 
crepancy as strong as that between oll and 
water. It was the same old question of 
professionalism, which has ruined many 
ancther sport, 

It is an easy axiom that you cannot mix 
business and sport together. Gradually this 
evil, too, 8 to correct itself. Large 
numbers of hard shooting amateurs grew 
up all over the country, some of whom can 
today trot the professionals a pretty level 
heat. One at a time managements began 
to put up the bars against the professsion- 
als, not allowing them to shoot for the full 
purses with their weaker brethren. Some 
of the professionals have gone into other 
business. The evil has gradually adjusted 
itself until today it can hardly be said to 
constitute a menace to the sport. 

Another bad feature of trap shooting in 
the earlier days was the begging attitude 


in which it was placed by those who first. 


began to practice it. It became a custom 


among trap clubs when giving tournaments. 


to go to the local merchants and ask them to 
make gifts of merchandise, hats, caps, 
clothing, even bread. bottles of liniment, 
milk tickets, umbrellas, ete.,. the same to 
be put up as prizes to go with the money 
winnings in the contests, The big manufac- 
turers of the country, the prominent dealers 
in guns, ammunition, etc., were regularly 
asked to contribute to these tournaments. 
As the number of trap shoots increased all 
over the country this came te such a pass 
that the biggest firm in the country could 
not have kept pace with the begging re- 
quests which came in to it from all sections. 

There is no reason in the world why a 
trap-shooter should be a beggar any more 
than a golf player, a horseman, or a fisher- 
man. Today many gun clubs will not ask 
a manufacturer or a dealer for a cent. or 
for a single article of merchandise. The 
local merchant, who is in no possible way 
a beneficiary through a trap shoot in his 
town, is not so generally importuned. 

Today the trap shooters of America are 
practically an organized body. The smal! 
local club in all likelihood belongs to the 
State Sportsmen's association, which is 
practically only a union of trap shooting 
clubs. It was formerly the custom to at- 
tach a fish and game protection clause to 
the purposes of the State association. but 
this has gradually fallen into disuse. and 
is now generally recognized to be but a 
weak and semi-respectable bluff. The great 
manufacturers and dealers of the country 
have meantime organized in more practical 
fashion under the name of the Interstate 
Sportsmen's association. It is the business 
of this association to promote the sport of 
trap shooting all over America It discov- 
ers, brings out, and educates the young 
shooter, teaches him to buy guns and shoot 
away ammunition. Each year this big asso- 
ciation gives a number of big tournaments in 
different parts of the country, wherever it 
thinks that the local interest in trap sh: ot- 
ing is capable of practical increase. Each 
spring the Interstate association gives a 
great live bird tournament at New York, 
the Grand American Handicap. which calls 
together the best of the shooting talent from 
all over America. This is the capital event 
of the entire American shooting year. At 
such a tournament there will be paid out 
between fifteen and twenty thousand dol- 
lars within a week, all going to the par- 
ticipants in the form of money prizes. 

The general reader may perhaps not be 
aware of the perfection which has been at- 
tained in modern trap shooting tournamert 
handling. The individual .shooter is per- 
haps not aware of the truth, which is that 
he is regarded by the big dealer merely as 
a machine for shooting as many targets as 
possible and using as much ammunition as 
possible. In the old days one man stepped 
up to the score at a time and fired one, two, 
or three shots, retiring for another to take 
his place. Then came a genius in the target - 
making line, who set his row of five trans 
all in a line and had his squad of six men 
walk down the line. firing one snot at the 
time at each trap. This walk-around sys- 
tem,” as it was called, enabled a manage- 
ment to break 10,000 targets in the same 
time that it formerly required to break 
1,000 or 2,000. 

The sport of trap shooting from that time 
has been built up distinctly as a business, 
and it is for this reason that the sport today 
is. in the minds of many, only a pseudo 
sport, and not one pursued by amateurs 
purely for the love of it. The original line 
of five traps may be seen doubled or tripled 
at some shoots, Thus at the Illinois State 
shoot at Chicago there were two sets of live 
bird traps, with five trapsineach set. There 
were three sets of target traps, or fifteen 
target traps in all. 

Today there is a regular trap shooting cir- 
cuit in America, and it is of much greater ex- 
tent than any horseracing circuit. Two 
weeks ago there were nearly 100 shooters at 
Springfield, III. The week following there 
were nearly 150 at Chicago, Among these 
there were twenty or thirty men who were 
at Springfield. The same men were seen 
at St. Louis this last week, and so on, in 
different parts of the country. More proper- 
ly speaking, there is not one trap circuit, but 
several circuits. From now till the end of 
June there are already advertised more 
than fifty different trap shoots in different 
parts of the country. These make different 
offers to tempt the shooters. Some add 
money, some offer special prizes, some 
throw targets cheaper, some do one thing 
or the other to get the shooters there and 
keep them shooting, 

The scene at a trap shoot is a busy one, 
You could put the biggest railroad magnate 
or bank President in the world to handling 
that crowd of eager shooters, and in five 
minutes he would be in a muddle. 

The trained tournament handler knows 


| perfectly well what to do. At the cash win- 


dow each shooter hands in his $2, $3 or $5 
entrance for a given sweepstake at 4 ver- 
tain number of birds. The cashier takes his 
money and writes his name on a score card. 
arranging the names six to each score card, 
this being the number of each firing squad. 
The walk-around system in one form or au- 
ether is practiced, and the whole idea is to 
keep things moving as fast as possible. The 
seore cards are now given to the squad 
hustlers, who call out the names of the 
shooters as the turns of the Hifferent squads 
come at a given set of traps. The rattle of 
guns is continuous, but the shooters fall in 
line like trained work horses, and each man 
knows his place. 

The ‘scorer marks down the dead or lost 
birds on the score cards, and the cards are 
handed back to the bookkeeper and cash- 
fer, The total of birds broken by each man 
is now put down in the record book. The 
number of men is multiplied by the price 
of the entrance, and thus the amount of the 
entire purse is determined. From this the 
price of the targets is deducted, and this 
leaves the amount of money to be divided 
among the shooters. The per cent are rap- 
idly figured, and the money due each shooter 
is placed in a little envelope. Almost be- 
fore the last gun is fired in a sweepstake 
the money is ready at the window for the 
shooters. 

Trap shooting is hard work, and the man 
who shoots steadily for each day of a week 
has plenty excuse for being tired. If 
he keeps thi& up, town after town, for six 


months in the year he may safely be called 


aman of endurance, Some of. the finest 
physical specimens of American manhood 
may be found among the old guard,” who 
have been at this game year after year 
until they have become middle-aged men. 
The regular trap shooter is as careless as 
a sailor. He works hard all day and spends 
the night in rest and relaxation. It is a 
jolly party which you may see gathered at 
the grounds during the day while a big trap 
tournament is in progress, and equally jolly 
are the meetings of the same men that 
night in the hotel corridors after the labors 
of the day are done. ;

CANADA’S FASTEST YACHTS WILL 
MEET THE CUP WINNER. 


| GENESE 


Beaver, Minota, Myrtle, and Other 
Speedy Boats in the Class for Thir- 
ty-five-Footers Making Ready for 
the Lake Ontario Yachting Associa- 
tion’s Regatta—Canadians Make No 
Challenges—When They Do Uhicago 
Club Must Build a Fast Yacht. 


Rochester, N. V., May 19.—[Special.}]—The 
date set for the opening of the yachting sen- 
son on Lake Ontario is rapidly approach- 
but there is little of the excitenient 

which marked the Memorial day cruise of 

the Rochester Yacht club to Sodus Bay last 
year, when the then untried champion, 
Genesee, was endeavoring to reach 
rendezvous on schedule time after having 
made a record breaking journey from Bos- 
ton to New York around Cape Cod, going 
through the Erie Canal 200 miles, including 
eighty-three locks, in the remarkable time 
of eighty hours. 

The champion has wintered finely, and Mr. 
Van Voorhis, its present owner, will spare 
no expense in putting it in the best possible 
condition for the summer campaign, as, al- 
though the Canadians have declined to chal- 
lenge for the Fisher cup, the association's 
races will present a thirty-five-foot class. 
which will make the winner of 1899 step 
fast, as the class contains the defeated 
Beaver, together with Minota, 
Myrtle, Hamilton, and the Weir fin keel, all 
bullt under the girth rule, and not one of 


The Fisher cup, by the way, is an interna- 
tional trophy antedating the Canada’s cup 
by many years, as it was donated by A. J. 
Fisher of the Chicago Yacht olub in 1882 for 
interlake competition, and was taken to 
Lake Ontario by the famous Atalanth, the 
unsuccessful Cuthbert sloop which Canada 
sent after the America cup. The Fisher 
cup was next won by 
sloop, Norah of Belleville, and was held by 
Norah for many years until it was won in 
1892 by the old salt water sloop Onward of 
Rochester, which was never suspected of 
having any more speed than the ordinary 
freight schooner, but which managed to 
show its heels to Norah in one of the most 
exciting races ever held on fresh water. 

The Fisher cup is still held by the Roches- 
ter Yacht club, and the racing men have 
grown one-sided holding the chip for their 
Canadian friends to knock it off, but all to 
no purpose, as the decisive victory of 
Genesee last August off Toronto has seem- 
ingly taken the fight out of them. and their 
assertion that Beaver was the better boat in 
a breeze of wind will remain unproved unless 
they accept the invitation to race olf

yachts and all other craftat night. It seems 
that this light should have been maintained 
ever since the close of the World's Fair, but 


the War office only recently became aware of 


its absence. However, when once aware of 
the negligence the authorities at Washing- 
ton lost no time in ordering the erection of 
the 2,000-candie power light which now 
blazes nightly on the ruined pier. It is to 
be looked after by the life saving station in 
Jackson Park.

Weight of the Cars Which Carried a 
: Krupp Gun West in | 


As the weight of cars and engines is being 
rapidly increased there has been much dis- 
pute about the heaviest load ever pulled over 
the Penhnsfivatiia railroad and the Penn- 
Sylvania lines, At present one of the big 
class H-4 engines weighs in working order, 
exclusive of tender, about 192,000 pounds, or 
with the tender about 202.000 pounds. Two 
100,000 pounds’ capacity steel cars with 
their load of 100,000 pounds each would oc- 


| cupy the same wheel base as the big engine, 


but the weight would not be quite so evenly 
distributed on the rails. The two steel cars 


274,000 pounds—that is, allowing 200,000 
pounds for the freight and 37,000 pounds for 
each car. The only comparison with the tre- 
mendous weight of the big engine and ten- 


following facts: : 
The Krupp gun train was composed of 
engine No. 168, three empty flat cars, one 


eight-wheel trucks, joined in pairs by mas- 
sive iron bridges. From center to center 
of the outside trucks rested the large bridge 
upon which the gun was carried, thus eqyal- 
izing the enormous weight upon thirty-two 
wheels. These wheels were 92 inches in 
diameter, joined by G-inch axles. The total 
length of the car was 87 feet. It was built 
at the Altoona shops by the Pennsylvania 
railroad in 1892 for the express purpose of 
transporting the big gun. Some idea of the 
enormous weight of this car and gun may 
be nd sae aa from the appended table of fig- 
ures: ‘.

HONEY» MADE IN PALESTINE. 


Jews Who Went All the Way from 
Switzerland to Go into Bee 


Biblical and other histories say that Pal- 
estine was famous for its honey in ancient 
times. The natives still raise a great deal 
of honey, but their méthods have been crude, 


the use of modern appliances. This great im- 
provement is wholly due to a Jewish family 
named Baldensperger that went from Swits- 
erland in 1849 and settled near the famous 


and now, according to Consul Merrill at 
Jerusalem, ghey are famous in their line of 
industry. 

In 1888 they carried out the novel idea of 


transporting their bees from one locality to 
another to give them fresh pasturage among 


transport the hives to Yafa, a distance of 
twelve miles, to give the bees the benefit of 
the orange blossoms there. Women carried 
the hives on their heads all the way, each 
woman carrying a hive. During April the 
bees gathered for these tarifty Jews a rich 
harvest of orange blossom honey. Then the 
hives were removed to two other places, 
where crops of honey from cactus and acacia 
blossoms were also obtained. The Balden- 
sperger boys, pleased with their success, 
started apiaries in other localities and began 
to gather a great deal of honey from other 


ere have been other annoyances also 
which have interfered with their business, 
but they have persevered and now find a 
good market for the haney produced. Their 
product goes to Germany, Switzerland, Eng- 
land, and a little to France. The average 
yield per hive is about 100 pounds of honey, 


A while ago an American named Howard

In stating the case I have not neglected 
to find fault with mistresses as well as 
maids. Indeed, the largest blame rests with 
the former, for their intelligence is greater, 
and intelligence has its responsibilities. Ser- 
vants themselves are not going to take the 
trouble or go to the expense of acquiring 
proper training if they <an be just as well 
remunerated without. Therefore, it remains 
for the mistress to make improvement possi- 
ble, and to insist upon it.

With all the fire of an exasperated house- 
keeper would I preach the doctrine of edu- 
eation first to the mistress, for only from 
that can come education of the maid.

EXPLORING SANNIKOFF LAND. 


n Which Baron Toll 
Will Lead toan Unknown 
Region. 


One of the most important polar expedi- 
tions to be in the field this year is the party 
that Baron E. von Toll will take into the 
arctic waters north of Siberia for the pur- 
pose of exploring Sannikoff Land, which 
has been seen at a distance but never visited. 
Many cartographers long declined to in- 
dicate this land on their maps because they 
thought the evidence of its existence was 
not reliable. It was first seen by the Ya- 
kutsk merchant, Jacob Sannikoff. When on 
a visit to the New Siberia Islands in 1811 
he saw, on a clear summer day from the 
northern island of the group, the coast line 
of this hitherto unknown land. No one saw 
this land again until Baron von Toll, stand- 
ing on Kotelnol Island of the New Siberian 
group in®1886, was rewarded with a distant 
‘view of it. Since then cartographers have 
not hesitated to indicate this land on their 


maps.

Such was Jack the Vagrant, full of the 
spirit of the wilderness. He had dreamed 
on the banks of many lovely streams and 
had enjoyed life as those enjoy it who are 
not bound with the fetters of conventional- 
ity—or of civilization. His mind was filled 
with the pleasures of such memories that 
the thought of describing the little river of 
the plains as beautiful was humorous to 
him, and yet he found it beautiful himself 
after his days of labor in the city. 


BEAUTIES OF THE CREEK. 


Yet it was not on that stream. but on Salt 
Creek that I found him, for it was on Salt 
Creek that I. too, was tramping. There is 
a popular and somewhat ancient phrase that 
sets aside Salt River as the proper ad- 
journing place for defeated candidates and 
other persons for whom a time of silent 
meditation is desirable. If this traditional 
river be anything like our own creek the 
fate of the candidate is by no means worse 


‘than that of his more successful rival, and 


his meditations are bound to be pleasant ones 


indeed. Few Chicagoans know the existence 
of this creek, which lies just without our 
western borders, but the few that know it 
visit it often. It rises in Palatine, with a 
branch that comes in from Schaumburg, 
flows south, passes west of Eimhurst, and 
runs almost to Hinsdale, then northeast, 
past Western Springs, and north a mile or 
more, and so winding to within a quarter of 
a mile of the Desplaines River at Tuxedo 
Park turns south again, and does not join 
that stream until] it reaches a point half a 
mile southwest of Riverside. It is for most 
of its course about the size of the North 
Branch in April, but it is fed by springs that 


keep its channel middling full of water all 


through the year, so that in late August 
it is apt to be larger than the river into 
Which it runs. 

To reach this creek one leaves Chicago 


Over the Garfield’ Park line of the Metro- 


Politan elevated road, and at the end of 
that line changes to the Suburban electric, 
which carries him through pleasant, grassy 
country, past Siemens, and near Forest 
Home, and then through Riverside to La 
Grange. Before reaching La Grange the car 
crosses Salt Creek, but the tramp out for 
a few days’ pleasure should keep to the car, 
and from the end of the Suburban run)at 
La Grange go down the walk beside the rail- 
road track half way to Western Springs, 
and then cut across a meadow to a distant 
Wood, a little west of north, and through 
the wood to the northward road that con- 
nects Western Springs with Proviso, and on 
this road north to the bridge over the creek. 
The meadow is soft underfoot; and its

Closely resembles the birdsfoot that the 


two are often confounded. It lacks the yel- 
low center of its near relative, and its leaf is 
more closely divided. On every weed and 
Stalk that projects above the even sea of 
grass a bobolink is perched, clinging to the 
side of the slender upright, and swinging 
back and forth in the wind. Sometimes he 
Sings as he swings, and again letting go 
of his perch he circles about in the air 
breaking into a song that seems to flow in 
Spite of him, and fairly to tumble over itself 


tattoos on the back of his neck an outline of 
the edge of his battered hat brim. A red 
wing blackbird scolds from a fence post. 
The hedges are fragrant with the blossoms 
of many kinds of trees. The exhilaration 
of the spring is in the blood of the tramp, 
and he sings a “ Song of the Open Road,” 
moved by the same spirit of freedom and 
democracy that breathed in Whitman’s 
verse. 

The northward road crosses the main road 
from Chicago to Aurora—Ogden avenue, the 
ald post road from Chicago to the West— 
and a little beyond that comes down to the 
bridge that spans Salt Creek. An epen elm 
wood on. the opposite bank offers enticing 
glimpses of beds of wild flowers and thick- 
ets of sweet smelling bushes. A score of 
picnickers who have walked hither from 
neighboring suburbs or have come in wag- 
ons from the city are strolling through the 
wood or lying at ease on the soft turf. Up- 
stream and down from the bridge the creek, 
broad as a river, shows endless resource of 
resting places on its shaded bank. The 
deeper woods are on the northerly side, but 
the path runs along the southern bank and 
into this the tramp turns. Within a dozen 
rods it brings him into a fleld of violets that 
can scarcely be equaled in this part of 
Ininois. 

PLACES TO DREAM. : 

For more than a mile along the winding 
creek he can tramp shoe top deep in the soft 
green plants burdened with big purple blos- 
soms. They are the palmate violets—johnny 
jump-ups, the country children call them— 
with stems a half foot long and blossoms 


an inch across. 

A gentle sloping ridge covered with trees 
and shrubbery borders the violet meadow on 
the south, and gradually closing on the 
stream urges. it northward. Among the 
thickets beneath the trees the baby-blue- 
eyes, a delicate blue and white flower of 
which Chicagoans know all too little, grows 
in rank luxuriance. Pink phlox, white man- 
drakes—may apples—trillilums, and other 
flowers are there a-plenty. And in the thick- 
ets appear, in sharp contrast to the many 
shades of green, the pink of the wild crab- 
apples, the white masses of the haws, and 
the deeper hués of other flowering trees. 

The path along Salt Creek is everywhere 
a well trodden one, though the stream is far 
from villages, and is apparently almost de- 
serted. It leads the wanderer into an open 
oak woods, marked here and there by a sol- 
tary elm. A broad green lawn stretches be- 
neath the trees and is a favorite haunt of 
the robins. The path and stream turn north- 
ward, almost to Proviso, and for a mile be- 
fore that quiet country settlement comes in 
sight a well traveled road runs along the 
high bank of the creek. There are houses 
here and there in the woods—often rude 
camps—and in front of them rustic bridges. 
One of these is formed by the trunk of a 
tree which has fallen across the stream, 
and on which hand railings-have been erect- 
ed. The men from the houses are to be seen 
along the banks of the stream holding 
fishing poles over the water, angling for the 
suckers and the few bass that still remain 
fn the creek. a 

At every point along Salt Creek one is 
tempted to follow the example of Mike and 
Jack and camp out. One wants to stretch 
at length in the grass and rest and drink in 
happiness. And so it is well not to attempt 
to cover too long a stretch of the road, but 
to take a snack for lunch and wash it 
down with a glass of milk from the spring- 
house of some farmhouse. one can 
lounge along, covering not more than ten 
or twelve miles during the day, and coming 
at its close to Riversi@e or to Lyons, where

Y were talking of the occult thingy 
in life. One was a literary “ fellow ” 
with a big reputation to make; the 
other a rising young Chicago physi- 

clan, proud of his scientific attain- 
ments, with a fad for the bizarre, the hidden, 
the unknown. : 

“TI have often been sorely puzzled,” said 
Mr. Story Writer, whose tales were usually 
colored with telepathic incidents, prophetic 
dreams, and other psychical studies, “ to in- 
vent the necessary psychological experiences 
and situations to carry out some favorite 
theory or round out some work of the imag- 
ination upon which I was engaged.” 

“Then you should read the dally papers,” 
said the doctor. “ In their columns you will 
often find matters of news which disclose 
psychic phenomena that have never been 


surpassed in the figments of the fiction 


writers.” 

‘You must believe in ghosts, visions, mys- 
terfous voices?” 

I believe in things that I know to be real 
—psychology that confines itself strictly to 
the domain of fact. The fundamental meth- 
od of all knowledge is observation or watch- 
ing. This is the first thing to be learned— 
the art of watching, without prejudice. — 

% Now, for a year or more I have been 
watching and so far as possible investigat- 
ing curious examples of presentiment and 
premonition. Is there such a thing as a 
presentiment or a telepathic warning from 
one soul to another? In this hurly-burly 
age, with its gross materialism and its greed 
of gain, many will tell you it is all nonsense. 
But listen: 

„Last Sunday morning, while the piously 
inclined were wending their way to church 
in the beautiful summer air to listen to 
pulpit homilies on the hereafter, I picked up 
a Sunday paper and read of a strange but 
true occurrence, which, to my way of think- 
ing, was a sermon in itself. 

„Mrs. Raymond Dalzell, the wife of a 
workingman, on the previous Saturday se- 
cretly resolved upon the suicide of herself 
and the destruction of her innocent little 
babe in arms 2 months old, For about a 
year she had been sorrowing over the loss 
of a little daughter, and life, to her had be- 
come dark and bitter. Early in the af ter- 
noon she took her child and left her 
home, 157 Laflin street, and made a brief 
call on a relative at Elburn and Throop 
streets. Then she went to Douglas Park 
and waded into the lagoon with the inten- 
tion of drowning herself and babe, It was. 
now about 2 o’clock. | 

„At that exact moment, when a watery 
grave was about to close over his loved ones, 
Mr. Dalzell, who was at his work in a factory 
at 331 May street, several miles away, 
dropped his tools and told his fellow-em- 
ployés that he must hurry home, that his 
wife was ill and in danger. He had a pre-

that hung over the tracks, and train after 
train thundered by the other employés 
whose duty it was to inspect the roadbed 
and the switches, 

The dream of the trackwalker was made 
into reality by the morning New Haven ex- 
press, south-bound. It struck Bowers and 
he was thrown down a twenty-foot embank- 
ment and killed instantly. 
he rest of the railroad men were much 
awed by the fulfillment of the strange dream 
of the dead man. They knew he was not 
superstitious. But they thought it a singu- 
lar coincidence, or series of coincidences, 
when they recalied that his father, William 
Bowers, was killed by a train on the same 
section five years before, and that James 
Baen, his stepfather, also met death there 
some eighteen months previously, 

once knew a Chicago express messen- 
ger who was saved by a presentiment. It 
was in a rafiroad smashup on the Chicago 
and Eastern [linois, not far from Dan- 
ville.

Predicted a Wreck, 
, Now, I have the facts with regard to 


another strange warning that was mysteri- 


ously conveyed to a man in this vicinity. 
One stormy November the lake schooner 
Ida, owned and commanded by Captain Neil- 
sen, who lived at the corner of Ohio and 
Elizabeth streets, put out to sea for a north- 
ern voyage. The schooner sailed from this 
port on a Friday morning—mark that. 

Just before leaving his family and home 
to go on board the vessel, S. D. Olsen, the 
steward, who lived at 108 West Kinzie street, 
sald solemnty to those gathered around him: 
This is my last trip. I feel sure of that.’ 

“Shortly after, a fierce gale arose and 
swept over the lakes with destruction in its 
teeth, and there came sad news to the 
friends. and relatives of the crew_ef the 
schooner Ida in Chicago. There were days 
and days of waiting for something definite, 
but no further tidings were received. It was 
reported that the vessel was wrecked on the 
shore of Green Bay and that all on board 
were lost. Who can explain what unseen 
spirit it was that gave Steward Olsen his 
tip? 

„% As a medical man I have often observed, 
too, that some strange power enables peo- 
ple at times to forese2 and minutely describe 
the time and manner of their death. Down 
in the Wabash country, in Indiana, some 
months ago, Dr. James Ford, an old resident 
and for many fears a successful medical 
practitioner, became suddenly possessed of 
the idea or presentiment that he would die 
on a certain day. Like the wise man he was 
he began to arrange his worldly affairs ac- 
cordingly. First, he went to a Wabash fac- 
tory and ordered his coffin made. As he out- 
wardly appeared to be in the best of health 
his order was treated as a jest, but he in- 
sisted and the work was done to his satis- 
faction. Having set his house and business 
in order, he took to his bed in the face of 
strong protests from relatives. No disease 
was apparent nor was he treated for any all- 
ment.

BARBARA’S BIRTH. 

In the records of the First Reformed 
Church in Lancaster, Pa., on the 14th of De- 
cember, 1766, the Rev. Wiliam Hencel 
notes the baptism of a little daughter born 
to Nicholas and Catharine Hauer, on the 34 
of the some month giving her the name 
of Barbara, in honor, no doubt, of Mra. 
Barbara Gamber, who stood god-mother to 
the little maid. To have been born into tite 
Reformed Church in Lancaster in those 


sturdy folk who left the German provinces 
in the trying years that followed the revoca- 
tion of the edict of Nantes were sure to 
have been men with brains enough to have 
opinions of their own, as well as some- 
what of this world’s goods, whereby to heip 
them away from their rather uncomfortably 
unquiet homes. It was the man of deep re- 
ligious convictions, as well as the man of 
intrepid spirit, who took his place in the 
great emigrations, and his work is yet felt 
in the free and prosperous communitied 
where he set up the altar ef his new home. 
When a child Barbara was taken by her 
parents to Frederich, in which village and 
countryside the same social elements largs- 
ly prevailed, and here she lived the pleas- 
ant, quiet life led by other giris of her time 
and station. Two or three glimpses we have 
of that girlhood. A ball and supper were 
given General Washington at Mr. Kim- 
ball’s tavern in 1791, to grace which Miss 
Hauer, who was a small, brown-haired 
lassie, loaned some gay china. She had the 
honor of pouring from her own teapot, still 
preserved in her family, a dish of tea for his 
Excellency. Eight years later, when the 
grief of the citizens over his death led thom 
to make a mock funeral, Barbara was one 
of the young women chosen to carry the 
pall. The last glimpse given of that long- 
ago maidenhood is that in which her friend 
and neighbor, Mr. Henry Nixdorf, who 
has prepared a quaint and interesting little 
biography of Mrs. Frietchie, tells of a quilt- 
ing party at which the pretty Barbara was 
present, and where the announcement was 
made of the birth of a boy baby at the 
Frietchies, which baby eventually became 
the husband of the sprightly Miss Hauer. 


THE HUSBAND. 
Jobn Frietchie was a glover by trade, an 


69 years. I do not know if he was of the 
same family with one Casper Frietchie, of 
whom there is a most grim record on our 
books, but it is not improbable thet he was. 
This Casper was engaged in some treasona- 
ble conspiracy during the war of the revolu- 


tion, and against him and six of his fel- 
lows this terrible sentence was read on the 
25th of July, 1781, and was, in three in- 
stances, executed: | 


The couple were childless, living in 
fortable small brick house with White wound 
en shutters and two dormer windows in the 
roof. The little garden behind the cottage 
was filled with flowers and close beside it

An interesting legal question has just 
come up. It is whether a person who com- 
mits a crime in Cuba and escapes to the 
United States can be forced to return there 
to stand trial. If Cuba still belonged to 
Spain or if it were independent and had 
an extradition treaty with this country or 
if its status were similar to that of Hawaii, , 
there would be no doubt about the mat- 
ter. But Cuba occupies an abnormal and 
unprecedented position. The island does 
not belong to the United States or to any 
foreign nation.

The directors of the Actors’ Society of 
America have recently adopted a resolution 
declariug against men and women on the 
stage “ whose social status has become a 
public scandal.“ The resolution further 
says: As a society we declare that we do 
not desire to associate with or support such 
people in, our profession; we earnestly ad- 
vise our individual members to avoid busi- 
ness relations with men and women who 
would blazon their desire for notoriety by 
the use of the actor's calling.” 

The resolution passed by the Actors’ so- 
ciety is both excellent and timely, and, if it 
could be carried out, it would be a blessing 
to the stage. There never was a time be- 
fore in the history of the drama when the 
theatrical profession was so crowded with 
untheatrical people as now. Successful 
prize-fighters and some unsuccessful ones, 
divorced women, disreputable women, 
women stiddenly become notorious in the 
commission of crime or by scandalous sen- 
sations, have crowded themselves into the 
profession and are gradnally pushing aside 
the reputable and meritorious members.

Familiar public amusements, plays, and so on are tainted with 
what, with all reverence, I might call the spirit of those who made a mock 
of sin. And to my mind it has become a serious question whether, seeing 
some of the plays now being enacted, there is any great advantage in find- 
ing somebody to act as censor, and to prevent them from being played. If 
some of the plays now before the public might be played I do not know

Under this act every male citizen, or one who had declared his inten- 
tion to become such, over 21 years of age, was permitted to vote at the 


. first election; was guaranteed that he could so vote at subsequent elec- 


tions. And that the terms were not restricted is best shown in the fact 
that the first Legislature of Wyoming extended the guffrage to the women 
of the Territory, and they have voted at each and every election since, 
municipal, Territorial, State, and national. . Woman suffrage was incor- 
porated in the constitution of the State, ratified by the people of the State, 
and made a national statute by Congress in incorporating in the law 
of admission the constitution of the State. The organic acts of other Ter- 
ritories were equally liberal. So that, leaving for a moment the education- 
al, property, and other restrictions proposed in the original Hawaiian meas- 
ure, we find fer the first time in our history an organic act proposed for a 
Territory that leaves its citizens and voters no privilege of extending s¥f- 
trage to women, though every other Territory and every State lias had and 
now has that privilege; and this, too, following almost immediately after 
one Territory availed itself of this privilege during the entire term of its 
political life; and that four States, most of them éarly in their orgahiza- 
tion, have by an overwhelming vote of their citizens, and in three of them

Hermann Levi, the famous Wagnerian con- 
ductor, whose-death was announced last Monday, 
was born at Giessen, Germany, Nov. 7, 1859. 
From 1852 to 1856 he was a pupil of Vincent 
Lachner at Mannheim, and for the next three 
years he attended the Conservatory at Leipsic. 
From 1859 to 1861 he occupied the post of musical 
director at Saarbrucke, aud during the following 
three years he held the position of conductor of 
the German opera at Rotterdam. In 1865 he was 
made court conductor at Karisruhe, where he 
remained until his appointment as court kapell- 
meister at Munich in 1872. In 1804 he became 
general music director, and in 1896 he was obliged 
to withdraw from active service on account of 
ill-health. Herr Levi conducted the first perform- 
anhee of Parsital in 1882. A pension was be- 
stowed upan him at the time of his retirement. 


Mendelssohn's music (his opus 74) comprises an 
overture, a march, and six. vocal numbers, The 
latter (for women’s voices) were composed in the 
spring of 1843, and the overture and march were 
Written in May or June of the following year. The 
choruses were rewritten in the early part of 1845 
and scored for orchestra. The first performance 
took place at Berlin on Dec. 1, 1845, Mendelssohn 
conducting, In connection with the antiounce- 
mont of the fortheoming revival of Athalie“ 
it is mentioned that, while Mendelssohn's musſe 
is extremely popular with choral. societies in 
Engiand, no one has yet had an opportunity to 
hear it there amid its proper dramatic énviron- 
ment. Great care is being observed in the ar- 
rangements for the impending performances.

The 
former is the most 
foreign and pic- 
turesque, while the 
latter contains the 
site of the first his- 
toric- spot in Chi- 
cago. The Seventh 
Ward contains the 
Ghetto, the largest 
Jewish quarter of 
any city in the world, 
while the Bighth 
| Ward contains the 
site of Father Marquette’s temporary home 
on the banks of the.Chicago River, 
Searcely a single spot in the confines of 


Ghicago has so many historical dates at- 1 


inched to it as this one in the Eighth Ward 
about where Center avenue reaches the 
river, It is now housed in with lumber, 
being in the heart of the great lumber re- 

Tt was there, in 1674, that Father 
Marquette halted on his way. to visit the 
mois Indians and passed the winter. It 
was there he paused again to rest a day in 


his cabin in 1675, only a few 


he died. 
This spot was selected by La Salle tor a. 


trading post in 1683. After that its history | 


isa blank. The next-chronicle of it relates 
that in April, 1812, it was the home of a 
man named Lee, whose first name is not 
mentioned in any annals of his time that are 
preserved. It was there that the first mur- 
der of white men by the Indians who mas- 
sacred the garrison of Fort Dearborn'oc- 
eurred, April, 1812, when a Frenchman 
named Debou and a man named Liberty 
White were killed by the Indians, who had 
just made an alliance with. the British, and 
were eager to show they were deserving the 
alliance. 

Again it was a trading post when Mack & 
Conant, fur dealers, established a branch 
of their büsiness there in 1817, shortly after 
Fort Déarborn was rebuilt. A little settle- 
ment sprang up around the fur traders’ 
cabin in the early 20s, and it was given the 
name of Hardscrabble.“ 

One of the earliést taverns of Chicago was 
established there prior to 1826 by Bernard 
Laughton, who also opened a store there. 
In 1826 it had as settlers beside Bernard 
Laughton, his brother David, Francis La 
Framboise, a Pottawatomie chief of French 
blood; Alexander Robinson, a Pottawat- 
omie ¢hief of half Scotch blood; and Will- 
jam Walker. That year James Galloway, a 
neweomer, settled there with his wife and 
daughter. That daughter, Mary Galloway, 
is Mrs. Archibald Clybourn, still living in 
Chicago. She was then a pretty girl of 14 
years, courted by the officers of the garrison 
and by the few young men of Chicago, until 
Archibald Clybourn, the most likely young 
man of them all, won her heart. 


The next chapter in the history of “ Hard- | 
gerabble is related in the story of the new 


lumber district of Chicago, which was es- 
tablished in 1868. Theretofore the lumber 
yards of Chicago were scattered. The first 
lumber district was at the mouth of the 
river on the North Side. It grew and spread, 
until it occupied a large part of the river 
bank on both sides, between Lake and Har- 
tison streets. There was a need for the 
advantages that could be obtained by hav- 
ing the lumber yards all together. To facil- 


of the Eighth Ward, which provided three 
miles of dockage. In less than a year nearly 
every one of the e yards were moved 


there. 


PRETTY HOMES WERE HERE. 

At one time the Seventh Ward was to the 
West Side what the Twelfth Ward is now. 
It was the place of homes and pretty-resi- 
dences. Canal street and Jefferson street 
were considered fine residence streets... Some 
of the most prominent and successful citi- 
gens of Chicago today were born in the 
Seventh Ward, but then the railroads and 
factories came and crowded the better class 
of homes out of it. Today this ward is dis- 
tinguished by containing a larger Ghetto 
It is distinguished also 
for being the ward with the largest slum 
area and for being the ward containing 
more crime, but the Ghetto is not responsi- 
ble for this last distinction. 

There are six synagogues in the Ghetto 
and it contains at Jefferson and O’Brien 
Streets a Yiddish theater. ‘There are three 
Yiddish newspapers published in the Ghetto 
and the weekly fish market is the largest 
of the kind in the world. Jefferson street is 
the principal thoroughfare of the Ghetto, 
While Halsted street is the principal highway 
of the ward. 

A telic of the better days of the ward is 
to be found in St. ‘Aloysius’ Academy for 
Girls, which was established by Father 


in 1867. When he founded the big church 
of the Holy Family and St. Ignatius’ Col- 
lege in Twelfth street he endeavored to 
build a school for higher education of girls, 
ang established St. Aloysius’, which soon 
Bad a daily attendance of 1,000 pupils and 
Was the leading girls’ school in Chicago. 
it is still a large educational institution, 
Sut draws most of its pupils from other 
Wards. 

The history of the Seventh Ward began 
with the survey for the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal in 1830. In what is now Chicago three 
Wen sites were laid out. One was Bridge- 


Was called Chicago. When the people of 
Chicago Village went down the river to 
Bridgeport to see the first shovelful of dirt 
turned for the digging of the canal on July 4, 
1836, the river procession stopped at Canal- 
port. where a part of the celebration was 
Held. There was a building there called 
the new house.” The Declaration of In- 
Sependence was read and speeches were 


t© Bridgeport. A road was built by the com- 

missioners to connect with the old rcad that 
fan from Durantye’s Fort, whose site is the 
West, end of the Indiana avenue bridge, to 
Mariscrabble and on to the Desplaines 
River. A part of the course of this old road

Maxwell Street Police Station and police 
court is in the Eighth Ward, in which more 
crime is dealt with than in any outlying 
police district. The name of Maxwell street 
has, however, disappeared from the maps. 
That thoroughfare is officially designated 
now as Thirteenth place, but to the people 
of the Eighth Ward it will be forever known 
as Maxwell street. ¢

occasion of violent outbreaks in widely scat- 
tered sections of the 17555 The principal bat- 


tle grounds, however, were along Halsted 


street from Twelfth street south to the river 
and in the vicinity of the old Chicago, Bur- 


’ ington and Quincy roundhouse, at the cor- 


ner of Sixteenth and Canal streets. 

On Wednesday, July 25, a hard fight be- 
tween the rioters and police occurred at the 
roundhouse. After a pitched battle lasting 


half an hour, during which five of the riot- 


ers were shot dead, the mob was finally dis- 

On the next day the fighting was renewed 
in Halsted street. By this time the troops 
had been called out and over 20,000 armed 


men were ready to protect the city from’ 


‘the effects of mob violence, Slowly and

stand at the Halsted street bridge. Here 
the police again were obliged to stand the 
brunt of the fighting.

side of the police there were nineteen cas- 
Ualties. 

There are other wards in Chicago with 
more living greatness to boast, but none is 
so old as a settlement for white men and 


none has a history with so much romance. 


| FATHER MARQUETTE’S VISITS. 


Since Father Marquette set up his cabin 
to rest for the winter of 1074 78 Chicago has 
made many volumes of history, but all these 
as they multiply have the effect of setting 
out in clearer light the magnificence of the 
perilous undertaking of the gentle Jesuit 
missionary and of magnifying the impor- 
tance of his explorations. It was Marquette 
who blazed the way for the millions who now 
find comfort and plenty in all of the land 
lying west of Lake Erie. 

The first visit to what is now Chicago 
made by Marquette was from the land side. 


He came up the Illinois and Desplaines 


Rivers and across the portage to the South 
Branch of the Chicago River. It is probable 
that what is now the Twenty-eighth Ward 
was the first one trod by the magnet ex- 
plorer. That was in 1673. 

Marquette came to Chicago 3 The 
second time he came by way of the Lac des 
Illinois, now called Lake Michigan. This 
was elghteen months later, in the fall of 
1674. a was then that he decided to go into 
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| who volunteered for the work of the India#t 
missions of Canada while it was a territory 
of France. ; 
After his arrival in the new country Ne had 
been engaged in the missions along the St 


Monteagnais Indidns at the mouth of the 
Saguenay in Canada when he received orders 
to make ready for the Ottawa mission on 
Lake Superior, which was at that time in 
charge of Father Alloues. He left Quebeo 
on April 21, 1668, and sailed with the Ot 
tawa flotilla to Sault Ste. Marie. When he 
reached Lake Superior he was sent to found 
a new mission in the Chippewa village at 


shore of Lake Superior to succeed Father 
Alloues. The place was called La Pointe 
and was the farthest west the French had 
then penetrated. 

| With no companions but the Hurons and 
Ottawas, driven from the east, and the

These Dinols Indians 
told him of a great river nearly a league in 
width which they had traversed in coming 
to La Pointe. In his journal Marquette 
says he desired much to visit this river. He 
also wished to gain a knowledge of the 
southern or western sea.“ In his journal 
he says of these Indians: : 

he Illinois are eighty days’ journey by 
land from La Pointe, by a difficult road; they 
lie soutgwest from Mh. On the way you pass 
the nation of the Ketchigamins (a tribe of 
the Mascoutins), who Mved in more than 
twenty large cabins. They are-inland and 
seek to have intercourse with the French 
from whom they hope to get axes, knives, 
and ironware. . .. You pass then to the 
Miamiwek (Miamis) and by great deserts 
reach the Illinois, who are assembled chief 
in two towns containing more than 8,000 oF 
9,000 souls, When the I[jlinois come to La

EIGHTH WARD.

Where this 
cabin stood other French traders estab- 
lished themselves, and it was a resting 
place for Father Allouez, 1677, who suc- 
ceeded Father Marquette as missionary to 
the Illinois. It was a trading post of La Salle, 
1682. The South Branch was navigable 
this far and thence the canoes had to 
be dragged overland to Mud Lake and from 
there to the Des Plaines. It was the east- 
ern end of the first Chicago portage. This 
site was occupied as the home of a man 
named Lee in 1812, where, in April, 1812, 
the Indians killed a Frenchman named De- 
bou and a man named Liberty White. That 
was the first crime of the Indians that 
ended with the Fort Dearborn massacre 
The place was called 
Hardscrabble by the early Chicago settlers:

from his great journey of exploration and 
discovery of the upper Mississippi. The life 
of this heroic and self-sacrificing priest 
reads like a page out of the lives of the 
saints. The diary of his journeys is one of 
the most charming journals ever written. 
Throughout the gracefully written pages 
he gives evidence of his modesty and sim- 
plicity of character. He puts his compan- 
ions before himself at all times, as if he were 
the humblest of men. He was born in Laon, 
in Picardy, and was one of the most schol- 
arly of all the learned disciples of Loyola

He built a chapel of logs and 
the Indians erected a palisade fort about 
it, tand Father Marquette remained with 
them until 1673, 


WITH JOLIET. 

It was the desire of France that all-the 
lake region in the Northwest should be e 
plored, so when Marquette started to visit 
the Illinois in the spring of 1673 he had com- 
panions and among them was Louis Joliet. 
The latter was eager to find the great river 
and to discover the mythical land of Quivira 
—a land reputed to be rich with gold and 
precious stones, and to lie in the path te the 
California sea. The desire of Marquette in 
undertaking the journey was “ to seek new 
nations toward the south sea and to teach 
them of the great God whom they have 
hitherto unknown.” 

The first visit to the site of Chicago made 
by Father Marquette was on his return from 
the land of the Illinois. In company with 
Louis Joliet, one other Frenchman, and four 
Indians, they set out from the mission of St, 
Ignace, opposite Mackinac, May 17, 1678, 
They sailed in canoes along the west shore 
and into Green Bay, thence up the Fox 
River, drew their boats across the portage, 
and sailed down the Wisconsin River and 
entered the Mississippi River June 17, 1678, 
They proceeded down the river for a week 
when they discovered an Indian trail leading 
from the bank. They put ashore and leaving 
their companions, Marquette and Joliet pro. 
ceeded inland until they came to an Indian 
village. The Indians came forward to meet 
them. Marquette addressed them in Algone- 
quin, asking who they were. The Indians 
answered saying: We are Tillincis” and 
held out the pipe of peace. After a short 
stay the explorers proceeded down the river 
until they reached the mouth of the Arkane 
sas. Then they returned, paddling up thé 
Mississippi until they came to the Illinois, 
into which they turned their course. At the 
Village of Kaskaskia they were well Tes 
ceived by the Indians. A chief of the Tne 
dians with a band of warriors accompanied 
the explorers as far as Lake Michigan, the 
route being up the Illinois, Desplaines, and 
Chicago Rivers. The portage from the Des- 
plaines was to a point in the South Branch, 
at what is now the foot of Center avenue; 
where, on his return the next year, Father 
Marquette built a cabin, in which he passed 
the winter. 

In making his second visit to Chicago he 
started from Green Bay on Oct. 25, 1674, and 
followed the west shore of the lake to the 
mouth of the Chicago River. On Dea 14 
they reached the point in the South Branch 
where !t was no longer navigable, and they 
drew out their boats to make the portage te 
the Desplaines on their way to the land of 
the Illinois. Marquette was sick, and when 
the boats were drawn out on the river bank 
he was unable to proceed. 

During the winter months the pious priest 
employed himself, when he was able to sit 
up, in teaching the Indians, and on occasions 
he would arise and celebrate mass in the 
little cabin which was the first house os 
Christian worship in what is now Chicago: 

His third visit to Chicago was in the month 
of May, when he was returning from the 
land of the Illinois drooping with fatal ifl- 
ness. He passed over the portage and up 
the Chicago River and had proceeded: @ 
week's journey along the east shore of the 
lake, going back to his beloved mission of 
St. Ignace, when he was seized with a .

In a marginal note he gives the Roman 
Jaw on sedition under which Jesus was tried. 
‘A map ef Judea is.attached, convenient for 
reference, and the whole work bents evi- 
denee of the compiler’s care and char- 
acteristic neatness. 

He has omitted evérything of a miraculous 
nature, and has confined his clippings to the 
pure teachings of the man Jesus. He has 
clipped from all the gospels, using the verses 
which make the clearest statement where 
the texts ‘are practically the same, but he 
inserts texts from all of them, so as to in- 
clude the entire teachings of the Savior. 
The result is unique. In a clear, lucid 
form, apart from all surroundings of the 
supernatural, appear the words and morai 
teachings of the Son of Man. - 

In the concluding verse of the work he 
takes John, xxxviii., 42, and Matthew, xxvil., 
60, and combines them, clipring out all but 
the plain statement of the burial. The result 
is as follows: 

(J. 38-42) 42 There laid they Jesus, 
(Matt. 27-60) 60 and (ixi.) rolled a great stone to 
the door of the sepulcher and departed.“ 

So he leaves Jesus buried forever in the 
grave and gives no hope of the “ resurrec- 
tion and the life.’’ 

Though it is a blue-penciled and expur- 
gated New Testament it has not been pre- 
pared in any irreverent spirit. The result 
is a consolidation of the beautiful, pure 
teachings of the Savior in a compact form, 
mingled with only so Much of narrative as a 
Virginia lawyer would hold to be creditable 
in these matter of fact days, and an oppor- 
tunity is given, plain and unadorned, to 
compare these tenchings with Marcus Aure- 
Uus and other pagan “* Morals.“ They are 
in striking contrast to Pjutarch’s Morals, or, 
rather, his Immorals. No greater practical 
test of the worth of the tenets of the Chris- 
tian religion could be made than the publi- 
cation of this abridgment by Mr. Jefferson. 
The jewels are taken from their settings, 
but they shine with their own luster. A 
verse of John is combined with a verse of 
Matthew with no interlineations, but is 
blended into a harmonious whole. 

In these days of photo-lithography this 
little volume could be easily reproduced tn 
facsimile. The work was intended to place 
the morals of Jesus in a form where simjue 
and alone they could be contrasted with the 
teachings of tht pagan philosophers. In

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EW men now living in Chicago can 
rightly claim the distinction of re- 
siding on a spot inhabited at various 
periods by four generations of: their 
families. One of these is dohn G. 
Shortall, whose house at 1600 Prairie av- 
enue stands within a stone’s throw of where 
he lived when he came to Chicago as a boy 
and next door to the resiténce of his son and 
his grandchildren, 

Through his connection with Chicago's 
real-estate. interests Mr. Shortall 
achieved marked success in a business Way, 
but he is most widely known throughout the 
United States as the President of the Illinois 
Humane society—a position he has held con- 
tinuously since twenty-three years ago this 
month—and as the man who proposed the 
formation of the American Humane associa- 


ef representatives of Canadian and United 
States Mumane societies called together by 
him at Cleveland in 1877. 

Through his work as director of the Phil- 
harmonic society and President of the 
Beethoven society, and his service as a mem- 
ber of the Public.Library board, as well as 
in other ways, Mr. Shortall has manifested 
his interest in promoting education. and 
culture in the arts. 

When Mr. Shortall left the employment of 
the New York Tribune in 1854 and follow- 
ing the advice of his chief, Horace Greeley, 
came West to grow up with the country, he 
was but 16 years old. He had come in con- 
tact while serving Mr. Greeley with such 
men as Charles A. Dana, Bayard Taylor, 
George Ripley, George M. Snow, and other 
leaders of the thought of that time, and had 
imbibed to a certain measure their breadth 
of view and. high ideals. 

His first brief employment in the West 
was as a member of a surveying party com- 
pleting a section of the Illinois Central rail- 
road between Scales Mound and Galena, 
III., and during this period he made his head- 


quarters at Galena. 


Early Life in Chicago. 

This work finished, later in the same year 
he came to Chicago and entered the service 
of Tun CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

It was during this period that Mr. Shorta:l 
probably prevented a murder, at least a 
savage assault. A compositor in the office 
came to work one night a little the worse for 
too free imbibing. In distributing type he 
failed to make the picces hit the right boxes 
in the case, and becoming vexed threw a 
whole handful of type into the case, making 
“pi” of it. Mr. Stewart saw him, became 
‘suddenly angry, seized a heavy mallet off 
the imposing stone, and rushed at the 
compositor with the mallet raised. Short- 
all saw it and sprang on Stewart's back 
just in time to keep the mallet from de- 
scending. 

At that time Tur TRIBUNE was published 
in a building on the east side of Clark street, 
beside the alley between Randolph and Lake 
streets. 

The appenrance of Chicago at that time 
wate like that of a prosperous New England 
town, for New-Englanders had been leaders 
in its upbullding. Wabash avenue then 
was a fine residence street. Huge trees of 
esttonwood and elm were on either side, 
that had been planted by the earliest set- 
thers, and had such growth that 
at many pointe their branches interlocked 
over the street. 


Begins His Life Career. 


After a short service in the office of Tur 
TRIBUNE young Shortal! entered the office 
of J. Mason Parker to study law and as 
sist him in his compilation of the real estate 
abstracts, or digests of the land title rec- 
ords of the county. This was the beginning 
of the business career which has occu 
his lifetime since, and in which he is still in- 
terested. 

In 1856, when the abstracts on which Mr. 
Shortall had been working were completed, 
he leased the books and records of Mr. 
Parker and began the making of abstracts 
of real estate titles on his own account. 
When his lease expired he continued in the 
saine work with the firm of Greenebaum & 
Guthmann, aud made such progress that in 
April, 1861, on the breaking out of the ctvil 
war, he was able to purchase outright the 
set of records he had helped to compile. 
Three years later he formed u partnership 
in the firm of Shortall & Hoard, the other 
member being L. D. Hoard, and thie frm 
continued in business until 1873, when its 
property was merged with those of Chase 
Bros. and Jones & Sellers, these being the 
only three abstract firms that saved real 
estate records from the fire in 1871. 


Saving Records from Fire. 

The story of the saving of the Shortall & 
Hoard abstracts is one of the most interest- 
ing and important chapters in the history 
of the great fire. Mr. Shortall gave personal 
‘direction to the work of rescuing the books 
and removing them to his Prairie avenue 
residence, driving through the smoke and 
fiying cinders and biasing embers early on 
of Oct. 10, 1871. 

t that time the office of the fi 
Shortall & Hoard was in the old . 


Washington streets, where the Reaper 
Block, now standing, was built after the fire. 
Realleing that the down-town district was 
likely to be burned and the results of the 
labor of years destroyed, Mr. Shortall came 
down-town, secured a team from General 
Joseph Stockton, who then was doing a gen- 
eral teaming business, loaded all the Impor- 
tant books of records on a large wagon, and 
made the trip of rescue in safety. The team 
was driven east in Washington street to the 
lake front and then south to Sixteenth street 
and Prairie avenue. 

How all the records were transported in 
one load is more than Mr. Shortall ever has 
been able to understand, for when a short 
time later the books were brought back to 
the business section it was necessary to 
make two trips, and a large load was 
brought each time. | 

Because the official records et the Recorder 
were all destroyed in the fire, the saving of 
the records of the three private firms became 
n matter of the utmost importance. These 
records were the only remaining evidence by 
| Which titles to lands might be proved. Ac- 
cordingly. they became recognized as official, 
and the courts held with respect to them that 
all entries made therein in the ordinary 
course of business became the best evidence 
in litigation over land titica. 

Accordingly the year after the fire the

are now the property of the Title Guarantee 
and Trust company, of which Mr. Shortall 
was made a director and still is one. During 
the period of rebuilding the city after the 
fire hindreds of miidons of dollars were 
loaned on Chicago real estate on the strength 
of titles affirmed by these records, hence 
their existence proved of vital importance to 
the stricken city in its memorable struggle 
for rehabilitation. 


Secures the Library Site. 


One of Mr. Shortall’s most important 
services to Chicago was rendered in connéc- 
tion with securing the old Dearborn Park as 
a site for the Public Library. A year be- 
fore the erection of the structure began Mr. 
Shortall, then President of the Library 
board, learned that certain parttes holding 
zovernment land scrip known as the Valen- 
tine Krip were planning to lay claim to 
Dearborn Park as unceded government 
land, though the park for years had been 
regarded as one of the city’s public squares. 
He went quietly to work and secured’ the 
written consents of all abutting property- 
owners to fence in the park and lay claim to 
it for the library department of the munici- 
pal government. On the day before the date 
when he had been told the scrip was to be 
filed on this land, he went to the park with 
lumber and a force of men, and had a fence 
built around the park. This he knew would 
at least cause delay in the way of litigation, 
and give the Library board a chance in the 
courts before the title of the scripholders 
could be affirmed. As a matter of fact, it 
prevented the intended action of the scrip- 
holders. It was the right action at the 
right time, and the strip never was filed. . 


School Properties Appraised. 

In 1880 the Board of Education became 
convinced that the many school properties 
in the down-town district were not ap- 
praised at a high enough figure, and select- 
ed a commission to make a new appraise- 
ment on all its holdings. The members of 
this commission wers Mr. Shortall, Enos 
Ayres, and Mark Ximball. It was during 
the work of this Board of Appraisement 
that its members suggested a system of 
fixing real estate valuations on the basis of 
the income-earning powers of properties, a. 
system which since has come into general 
use. ‘The method in vogue prior to that 
time has been characterized as guesswork, 
and described as the hard-bolled 
method.“ A more complete definition of it 
is to the effect that the appraisers were ex- 
pected to take their luncheons in their. 
pockets, sit on the curbstone in front of 
each property to be 
the weather as carefully as possible, and 
then guess at the value of the property and 
make a note of their guess in their appraise- 
ment books. 

The basis of this system of appraisement 
was to estimate or determine from practice 
the income-beseing power of the property. 
allow 25 per cent of possible income to the 
owner for taxes, maintenance, wear and 
tear on improvements, and incidentals, even 
a funding at 5 per cent for twenty years, to 
extinguish the cost of the building, and then 
capitalize the remaining income at 6 percent 
as the fair valuation of the property. 

From the beginning of his work in con- 
nection with real estate Mr. Shortall made 
a study of real estate law and made use of 
his knowledge of the law in the adjustment 
of titles. It was only a few years ago, how-- 
ever, that he made application for admission 
to the bar as a lawyer and was admitted. 
the time having come when his business in- 
terests as representative of various estates 
made it desirable for him to secure the 
privilege of practicing in the courts. His 
practice has been confined to chancery and 
real estate cases and estates, and he is a 
member of the firm of Shortail & Murison, 
now engaged tm. such practice. 


Was Born in Ireland. 


Mr. Shortall was born in Dublin, Ireland, 
on Sept. 20, 1888, the son of John and Char- 
lotte (Towsen) Shortall. When he was be- 
tween 2 and 8 years old his parents removed 
to America and settled in New York, there 
joining another branch of the family that 
had preceded them to this country. John G. 
Shortall’s only brother, Pierce S. Shortall. 
served throughout the war of the rebellion as 
a member of the Seventeenth Regiment cf 
New Yerk Volunteers, until killed in bat- 
tle at Averyboro, N. C., in April, 1865, the 
last month of the war. 

On Sept. 5, 1861, Mr. Shortail was married 
to Miss Mary Dunham Staples. They be- 
came the parents of one son, James Louis 
Shortall. now married and having four chil- 
dren. Mrs. John G. Shortall died in 1880) 

In 1883 Mr. Shortall was first appointed a 
member of the Library board, and remained 
a membér i111 1892. He was its President 
for three terme, and it was during his ad- 
ministration that the plans for the present 
Library Building were selected, under great 
competition, and the moneys appropriated

For twenty-three consecutive years Mr. 
Shortall has been President of the Illinois 
Humane society, of which he was u director 
from its organization in 1869, and it was 
through his efforts that funds were sub- 
scribed to purchase for the society a build- 
ing of its own. 4 ‘ 

Mr. Shortall long has been a member of the 
Masonic order, and throughout his residence 
in Chicago, except for a period when he sup- 
ported and attended Central Church under 
the ministration of Professor David Swing. 
has been a member of the Episcopal Church. 
He belonged first to old Trinity Church, then 
to Grace Church, when it was founded by 
part of the members of Trinity, and since the 
death of Professor Swing has again joined 
Trinity Church in its new location, 

During the World's Fair, as chairman of 
the Men's Committee on Moral and Social 
Reform of the Auxiliary’ Congresses, Mr. 


Shortall led in the work of that committee 


in organizing and conducting the humane 
congress held in October, 1803. He also ar- 
ranged for the American Humane associa- 
tion its humane exhibit in the Libera! Arts 
Building, for which the association was 
siven an award, medal, and diploma. 

Mr. Shortail is a member of the Chicago 
club, the Chicago Literary club, the Algon- 
quin club of Boston, and of many local and 
national organizations that have for their,

HASTINGS is Au ODD VILLAGE. 


Queer Conditions of Life in an Isolated 
Bare. 


The Village of Hastings is the most pecu- 
liar community in the State, if not in the 
whole United States. For while it is a good- 
sized village and has electric lights, a fault- 
less water system, and telephone and tele- 
graph stations the residents seldom, if ever, 


have ary money, and many of the children 


who have not been outside of the place would 
not know what a dime is. 

The place is located on the western border 
of the State between Maine and New Hamp- 
shire and from the location it will be seen 
that the only business is that of lumbering. 
The people neither pay taxes nor vote, and 
eveh though many of the people have spent 
their lives in the place, they would not know 
how to mark a ballot. From this it is not to 
be inferred that the sy are not intelli- 
gent, for they have the daily papers and are 
well posted on current events. 

The town ts practically isolated from the 
outside world, There is no such thing as 
a carriage road leading into the place and 
the only means by which a person can get 
in and out is over the railroad, which is 
yearly being pushed farther and farther into 
vg for the town bei 

e reason for the town ng so uliar 
is this: One hundred years ago Renard 
Batchelder was granted the land from the 

State of Massachusetts. About forty years 
ago 20,000 acres of the land was bought by 
G. A. Hastings of Bethel and D. R. Hastings 
of Fryeburg. They sold a right of way 
through the territory to the Wild River 
Lumber company. This right of way was 
gained that the company might have a 
chance to operate 40,000 acres of land across 
the New Hampshire line. 

With so much of a start made the company 
commenced operations. A small stream 
flows through the gorge, and along this the 
company built a railroad so as to connect 
with the Grand Trunk road. A sawmill was 
puilt, and that the people working in the 
sawmill might have places in which to live 
small cheap houses were erected from the 
stock gotten out in the sawmill. 

A sewerage system was next built and then 
came electric lights, the power being fur- 
nished by the stream. The place is in a val- 
ley, with mountains on all sides, and from an 
excellent spring at the side of one of these 
elevations a supply of the purest water is 
gained. Instead of having the water brought 
into the houses it is brought to tubs and from 
these the people get their supply of water. 
The water-works, ‘like the whole town, be- 
long tothe company, the houses are the prop- 
erty. of the company, and the stores in the 
village form one of the company’s assets, 
It is for the reason that everything belongs 
to the company that the people do not have 
to pay taxes and do not know what money is. 

The men are all employed by the company 
and are paid off only when they leave the 
community. When the rent comes due that :

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WAX FIGURES AN ART.

HEN one walks along State street 
and turns to @aze at the artistic 
waxen counterfeits of human be- 
ings which stand in the show win- 
dows ciad in imported creations, 
det in form, attractive in feature, does 
ene ever stop to consider that each one of 
these lay figures is an artistic creation in it- 
self, modeled from life, made entirely by 
the hands, and the counterpart of some liv- 
jag man or woman? | 
Gustav Schmidt of New York, a student of

tat & gtoup of less than a dozen Western 
Jaga, located in Chicago, control the entire 
m and papier maché lay figures 
“er the whole country outside of New York 
City. These men do not call themselves 
Jartisans, but rather they prefer to be styled 
arusts. The process of the making of wax 
sartorial figures is a secret, which each one 
has learned from the other. The secret lies 
in & combination of three kinds of wax, the 
tore of which is carefully guarded, and 
among the possible fifty chief artists in wax 
in the whole world the relation of each one 
‘ig clearly defined in regard to some other 
‘artist, as teacher and student, or vice versa. 


Secret Well Kept. 

These chief artists have taught their trade 
do the artisans and apprentices, both men 
and women, whom they employ, but the 
latter are permitted to do only the mechan- 
ical work, while the secret of the prepara- 
tion of the wax the artist never intrusts 
io a subordinate. This may be the infiu- 
ene of astute Europeans who have con- 
trolied the making of all commodities in 

@oarable wax until within the last ten years, 

At least, several of the scientifle journals 

‘of America have tried to induce workers in 
‘wax to describe the processes of their trade, 

but none Rave as yet been induced to re- 

veal its meager but tantalizing intricacies. 
After a careful scrutiny of the Ufe size 
sartorial figures and the wax busts used 
for coiffures and millinery display it is evi- 
dent that only a man of intelligence and 
artistic taste may imitate nature so closely: 
In many cases only a sharp second glance 
reveals to an observer that some beauti- 
‘fully gowned creature is but a wax dummy. 

Simple as the construction of the figure 

seems, it has taken as high an art to model 
it as the art of making a bacchante or a 
faun or a dancing girl. 
| How It Is Done. 
A pee into the den and shop of one 
of these Waxworkers will reveal how these 
‘figures até made. In the heart of the 

ghetto is located one of these so-called fac- 
. tories for the counterfeiting of humanity. 
Every step of the work is entirely manual, 
and gach step has its own artisans, who co- 

Operate “with the others. No machinery of 
any kind ts employed. 

An immense workroom, dingy, cobwebby, 
“and grewsome, With rows and rows of wax 
heads, some complete, others hairless, eye- 
less, toothless, and repulsive, is the place 
where hundreds of wax figures are turned 
Out every year. A great caldron of. molten 
wax bubbles and boils on an oven, and busy 
gitis and men sit at tables along the walls 
nul put the finishing touches of expression 
to the waxen faces. 

There are six different stages in the devel- 
opment of a lay figure.

Rejuvenation in Wax.

Men are employed in the heavier work of 
casting the molds and in making the wax 
dummies, but girls and women are almost 
invariably employed to do the retouching 
with pigments and the hair work. The fig-

The joke of muttering an apology after

All 
of the figures of men in the public eye used 
during the fall jubilee were made by local 
artisans. A number of leading commercial 
establishments have ordered complete new 
sets of noted individuals in wax for Dewey

From a Live Subject. 
When an exact reproduction of a living 


person is desired wax artisans usually take 
the mold directly from the living subject. | 
A pair of quilis are thrust into the nostrils 
to admit air to the subject during the 
process. The eyebrows and eyelashes are 
thickly covered with soap and the skin thor+ 
oughly rubbed with lard.;. Then the saturat- 
ed plaster is laid on and allowed to harden. 
There is no discomfort to the subject occa- 
Sioned by this process, except the weight on 
the face, and the heat which is generated 
by the hardening plaster. When stiff the 
mold is removed readily without injury of 
8 kind to the delicate hair and skin of the 
ace. 


The hands and feet of living persons are 


molded in the same way for wax reproduc- 
tions. The hands especially are beautiful 
things when completed, and a great many 
women have had their own hands done in 
Wax for preservation. A pair of hands fin- 
ished m tinted wax are rather grewsome, 
but if the wax is left white the completed 
models resemble marble, and are almost as 
durable as if they had been chiseled. 


These wax artisans supply the museums 


with their pictoral groups of wax figures. 
and many which are said to be imported 
from the workshops of European masters 
are made in Chicago and Milwaukee. Med- 
ical colleges and physicians are supplied by 
these men with the numerous kinds of an- 
atomical figures used in the lecture-room 
and in individual investigations and demon- 
strations. 


In Papier Mache. 


Some of the firms engaged in the manu- 


facture of wax figures turn out a great many 
heads and forms constructed of papier 
mache. The process of making these 1s 
much more difficult than that of working 
in wax, but the duty imposed on papier 
mache figures imported from France and 
Germany has made it an object to some 
manufacturers to supply the American mar- 
ket. The material used in the making of 
papier maché objects is ‘much cheaper 
than that used in the wax figures, the fin- 
ished product is cheaper, and consequently 
the demand is larger. Masks and grotesque 
heads built of this material sell readily in 
most seasons of the year, and large quan- 
tities are sent to the country trade. |

They are placed al- 
ways around a rectangular square, sides 
due north and south and east and west.

The tailway 
running towards that country is approxi- 
mately two thousand miles long and runs in 


a general direction from east to west. For 


the first one thousand miles of the trans- 
caspian country there is nothing but desert 
land! although at one time that section was 
highly productive. Part of its present 
desert condition is due to the turning of the 
course of the Amo Doria River, which ts 
the River Oxus mentioned in the Bible. That 
great stream, almost as large as the Mis- 
sissippi, originally flowed into the Caspian 
Sea, but in the sixth or seventh century, in 
the construction of irrigation ditches at 
Kiva, it was diverted into the Aral Sea. Its 
course was thus changed for between 700 
and 800 miles. The river carries a great 


quantity of sediment, which is a rich fertili- 


ger. The sand from the abandoned bed of 
the river has drifted for hundreds of miles 


over a great area, and is now encroaching . 


upon the Samarkand and Bokara country. 
The problem of reclaiming that vast dis- 
trict is one of the questions now being dealt 
with by the Russian government. Askabad 
is 2 modern Russian town, built on the spot 
where the last great battle between Rus- 
sians and Turcomans took place.

“Within the city were several smaller 
walled cities, one of which was erected by 
Alexander the Great. The walls, moat, and 
the ruins of hundreds of buildings still stand, 
and the old place offers a great field for 
archzological investigation. The Russians 
have made some excavations, but for the 
most part the city is untouched. I exam- 
ined a number of mosques and dwellings, 
and was fortunate enough to find many 
relics. I dug up some silver and copper 
coins, and also found a number of bronzes. 
I also found the ruins of many baths that 
in a general way resembled the Roman 
bath. The baths were beautifully tiled, and 
in several places I saw large quantities of 
these tile still intact. It would be an ex- 
cellent step I think to have a thorough sci- 
entific examination made of Merv, for I feel 
that the discoveries would repay the.effort 
and that we would get more light on sev- 
eral periods of the world's history. That 
portion of Merv built by Alexander is prob- 
ably its most modern portion, so the place 
boasts of great antiquity... Merv and Sa- 
markand, which, by the way, means “ Face 
of the Earth,” were the center of civiliza- 
tion in central Asia at the time of Alex- 
ander the Great. 

After leaving Merv we went on to and 
saw both the ancient and modern cities. 
The latter is now a flourishing city of 400,- 
000 people. When the Russians took the 
place it was probably the greatest slave 
market in the world, and it is said that the 
soldiers of the Czar released 400,000 slaves 
in Bokara and Kiva. Bokara was the home 
of the raiders who swept south among the 
Persians and north and east among: the 
Mongolians, and. it is of record that 20.000 
slaves, principally women and _ children, 
have been driven in at one time. The effect 
of that traffic is still to be seen in the faces 
of the people who walk the streets of Bo- 
kara, for they bear the cast of the Persian 
and Mongolian. Bokara had its black hole, 
too, and I stood upon the great flat stone 
that now caps it. Like the other. black 
holes, it was a great underground chamber 
2 the luckless prisoner was gast to 


A RELIC OF BARBARISM. 

The most interesting place in Bokara is 
the execution tower. I had heard of it be- 
fore, but the matter had slipped my mind, 
and it was from the Ameer himself that I 
sought information about it. It is a finely 
constructed stone tower, and its height of 
230 feet makes it imposing. I asked the 
Ameer what it was when it caught my eye, 
and he explained that it was the execution 
tower. The prisoner condemned to death, 
he explained, was compelled to walk to the 
top and then step off. He went to a sheer 
plunge of 250 feet to the stone flagging be, 
low, and if he suurvived the flight through 
the alr his life was crushed out at the bot- 
tum. I expressed the opinion that it was a 
terrible punishment, but he seemed to think 
it quite as good as any other method, and 
added that it made ‘a fine sight.’ 
a couple of prisoners condemned to die a 
week later, and with true Oriental hospital- 
ity said that he would have them killed at 
once so that I might see just how the thing 
was done. With all the respect that I could 
summon I begged that he let the law take 
its course. The Russian government has 
long contemplated doing away with the

“Another ‘great curiosity of that country 
are the graveyards. You find them every- 
where, and they are another monument to 
the great age of the country. They resem- 
ble a little table mountain, being from 100 
to 200 feet high, with precipitous sides, cov- 
ering an area of from ten to thirty acres. 
As you approach them you conclude that 
they are not mountains built by the hand 
of nature, but probably part of an ancient 
scheme of defense. The final discovery is 
rather a shock. They are made up of hun- 
dreds and thousands of graves built on top 
of one another. The bodies are carried up 
aud dirt is plastered around them to an ex 
tent that each body takes up from ten to 
twelve feet of space. The custom is both 
ancient and modern, and some of these 
built-up cemeteries have great antiquity. 
They, too, offer a promfsing field for the 
archeologist. I found some antique bronzes 
in the ruins of one of these burial places. 
The surroundings of Bokara are intefesting, 
and I spent some time in looking over the 
Zarafahan Valley, which is irrigated for 150 
miles with thousands of ditches. 


OLD SEAT OF LEARNING. 


From Bokara we pressed on to Samark- 
and, and spent considerable time. especially 
‘in. the ancient city. Many buildings and 
ruins remain to testify to its former great- 
ness in the days when it was the seat of 
learning in central Asia, when it was the 
goal of one of Alexander’s campaigns, and 
when its people raided 3,500 miles In a west- 
erly direction into Europe and fought their 
way east into India. The ruins of many of 
the old colleges still stand, and are in quite 
a good state of preservation considering 
their age. Leaving Samarkand behind we 
went on to the end of the valley lands of 
Turkestan and up into the pocket formed 
by the Himalaya Mountains. We entered 
Afghanistan, and then went on through the 
Pamyr country into Thibet. It is a wild, 
broken, mountainous country, peopled by 
Chinese and Tarters, who know no rulers, 
and are generally unfriendly and dangerous. 
We found them quite hospitable and friend- 
ly, however, and, while we never allowed 
ourselves to be caught off guard and were 
constantly vigilant, we never faced even an 
indication of serious trouble. In a general 
way we covered the country for a thousand 
miles east of Samarkand, and on our return 
went om back to St. Petersburg. 

“ Thibet is a high plateau or table land, 
sparsely settled, and all those that are now 
there are of a nomadic or roving disposi- 
tion. It is flanked by the high snow-covered 
Himalayas on the south and the Central 
Desert of Asia on the north. Streams and 
rivers flowing north as they enter the desert 
have fertile valleys, and it is in these that 
the population is found. Chinese Turkestan, 
or western Thibet, the only portion I was in, 
is a country full of game, and it is upon it 
that many of the people live. It is, as I be- 
fore stated, an extremely dangerous coun- 
try to travel in, and consequently little 
hunting was done. All travel is done upon 
camels, and all goods are transported in 
like manner. 

“I have had special opportunities for see- 
ing and studying Russia, and I do not hesi- 
tate to pronounce her future a wonderful 
one. She has a wealth ef untouched terri- 
tory that is rich in minerals, and still richer 
in tts agricultural possibilities. She has 
problems of transportation, and harmoniz- 
ing of populations, but the genius of her 
people is meeting these obstacles, and one 
by one they are being solved. When the 
task is done I hesitate to even guess at her 
possibilities.”

LAWS OF THE STATES. 


O inland city in the United States af- 
fords such advantages to fishermen 
gas Chicago. To begin with, if a man 
cannot afford to go out into the coun~ 
m try on the railroads he can fish off of 
the piers in Lake Michigan. Or he can take 
the €lectric cars and go south to Wolf Lake, 
Hyde Lake, Lake Calumet, and the Calumet 
River. He can catch perch, sunfish, herring, 
end even black bass and pickerel without 
going outside of the city limits. But this 
city fishing is of course precarious, with the 
exception of the ever reliable perch fishing 
which continues to draw its devotees from all 
ever Cook County to the government pier and 


“the lake front generally. 


The legal season for fishing will soon be 
at hand in Indiana, and the popular season, 
which begins much earlier, is already on. 
‘Nhe Indiana law is so peculiar that asection 
of it is quoted herewith: It shall not be 
lawful to take any fish in any way or by any 
ieee whatever in the months of May and 
Sune in any of the streams of the State 
findiana], or except with a hook andinany 
ofthe waters of this State except Lake Mich- 
an and the Ohio River, and except also in 
private ponds, between the first day of Jan- 
and the first day of April and between 
the frst day of May and the first day of July 
of any year.”

Some Hints. 

One ‘of the best ways to get crappie, or 
silver bass, as they are often called, is to 
drift across a lake when there isa light wind 
blowing, and fish as you drift. If you run 
across a school of the fish you can haul them 
in as fast as you can th in your bait. 
The crappie will bite at bits of perch meat, 
fish worms, and grubs. You can get plenty 
of grubs around any stable in the country, 
and for perch meat you can catch one of 
the yellow or ringed perch and cut it up 
for bait. In still-fishing, the perch, crap- 
ple, blue-gills, sunfish, bullheads, and even 
black bass and pickerel are caught. In the 
edges of a lake or river, where there are 
open spots around grassy or reedy places, is 
the best place to anchor your boat when 
fishing for the smaller fishes. Days when 
there is a ligt ripple over the water and 
‘cloudy skies, h a south wind blowing. are 
the best days to fish in. The bullhead, 
which is one of the most toothsome of the 
pan fish, can be caught best near some old 
bridge around the lakes. At night they 
roam around and dozens of them can be 
hauled. out from one spot when a school 
gets to biting. 


lot of sunfish, too, they being one of the most 
accommodating of the small fry. Bass 
loaf around these retreats also, and usually

By tying hooks 
to empty bottles and leaving them floating 
in the shallow water around the bridges 


though this is considered a highly repre- 
hensible way of fishing. In all the still- 
fishing common poles and lines are generally 
used, with or without bobbers, as the fish- 
erman prefers. Women and children affect 
this mode of fishing the most. It is a curi- 
ous and possibly instructive fact that the 
women schoolteachers always fish off the 
bridges. When the water is high in the 
spring bass are caught both with frog and 
the spoodnhnok, casting from the bridges, 
but as warm weather comes on the water 
subsides and.the bass run out into the deep- 
er water. Good results are sometimes had 
by anchoring a boat near the line of a lot of 
lily pads and bulrush beds, and casting with 
a regulation rod and reel, with either frogs 
or live minnows. ‘The best rod for this 
purpuse is the short casting rod specially 
built for that kind of work. An ordinary 
split bamboo rod adapted to still-fishing will 
not stand the strain required of a casting 
tod. Some fishermen use steel rods for all 
sorts of fishing. but they are not in favor 
with the majority of the anglers. ~ 
Across the lake. on the St. Joe River and 
the Paw Paw River, good bass and perch 
fishing is hud, and some good black bass 
are caught in Lake Michigan, at the mouth 
of the St. Joe River. White bass and pick- 
erel are caught further up the St. Joe, anda 
few brook trout are found in some of the 
small streams emptying in the St. Joe high- 
er up in Michigan.

bank. It takes a heap of patience to cast, 
and sometimes fifty casts will be made be- 
fore a bass strikes. 


Trolling and Casting. 

In trolling for pickerel care must be taken 
not to let the fish get any slack. This rule. 
of course, holds good in casting for bass, 
also. In bringing a fish in with a landing net 
slide the net under him and let him get well 
down into the meshes. If you haven't got a 
net never try to lift a heavy fish in with 
the rod, and by all means do not take hold 
of the line with your fingers and attempt to 
get the fish in the boat that way. Put your 
fingers in his gills and draw him in. And if 
it is a five or six pound pickerei or bigger 
be cautious or you may get an ugly tear from 
his bed of cut glass teeth if he takes a notion 
to flop, as you HMft him up. Never use a 
„Stringer made from twine or fishing line, 
however stout. A wire “ strihger,” or one 
constructed of steel links,is the only safe one. 
When you have ten or a dozen good fish ona 
„Stringer the weight will break anything 
short of a rope, and there is nothing half 


“ stringer in deep water. Never have but 
one fisherman in a boat, and one person be- 
sides to row. Two men cannot cast in any 
comfort. In still fishing, on the contrary, 
three men can fish comfortably, although 
two anglers can get along better. As pa- 
tience is one of the prime requisites for suc- 
céss in fishing, don’t pull up the anchor every 
few minutes and try for new spots. Take 
your time and give the fish a chance. 
Never go back to the house or the hotel for 
dinner. Take your dinner with you, and 
plenty of good water. A tub of ice in one 
end of the boat with ice in it surrounding a 
lot of pop or root beer or minéral water or 
soothing sirup of some kind adds materially 
to the comfort of a fishingtrip. Throw back 
All the little fish, taking care not to wound 
them. Don't try to catch all the fish in 
the lake either. 
isample. And in still fishing for the smaller 
fish, crappie, perch, blue gills, sunfish, and 
such pan fish three dozen is enough for two 
men. I: trolling for pickerel, If you can 
catch seven or eight good fish quit fishing. 
The fashion of getting a string twenty feet 
long and then having your picture with it is 
going out of style. That kind of work, to- 
gether with the twin hoggishness of the Ger- 
man carp, is ruining the fishing in Iiinois 
waters. No pains should be spared to bring 
pressure to bear looking to the constant re- 
stocking of the Fox Lake and Fox River 
perch, and crappie.

Strict compliance with the existing laws 
relating to fish, a cessation of spearing, 
shooting, and seining fish, together with a 
breaking up of the practice of fishing 
through the ice, would soon bring this dis- 
trict back to its old reputation. The farmers 
and hotelkeepers in the vicinity ought to be 
interested in such a result. The railroads 
are certainly pecuniarily affected by it, and 
lastiy and of more importance than all, the 
people at large have an abiding’ interest in 
saving the fish.

Opinions Gauged by Man- 
ner in Which Premiers 
Wear Hairy Ornaments. 


SALISBURY’S WHISKERS 


WO pieces of news have engrossed the 
» ettention of the civilized world dur- 
ing the last week or ten days. The 
one has been Lord Salisbury’s remark- 
able speech at the Primrose league 
habitation, while the other has been the an- 
nouncement that the Kaiser has abandoned 
the fierce upward twist of his mustache. At 
first sight it might appear that there is no 
connection between these two items of in- 
telligence. But there is a good deal—far 
more, indeed, than people might be tempted 
at firsh sight to believe. For, to begin with, 
the German Emperor's change in the mode 
of wearing his mustache has been construed 
both at home and abroad to mean that he 
has not merely abandoned his eagerness for 
military laurels but is imbued with more 
pacific intentions than at any moment since 
the beginning of his reign, and this has 
served to. alleviate, not to say dispel, the 
alarm and apprehension created on all sides 
by the ominous utterances of the British 
Premier. 

Seldom has a public address of any states- 
man been subjected to such an amount of 
misinterpretation as that delivered by Lord 
Salisbury at the grand annual assembly of 
the Primrose league. Anxious to avoid as 
far as possible the ungracious task of at- 
tacking the official acts of a political foe who 
died not long ago full of years and of honors 
—namely: William Ewart Gladstone—he was 
so umbiguous and indefinite in his remarks 
that his references to the Grand Old Man's 
policy with regard to the Boers twenty years 
ago were assumed to relate to Ireland—a 
most unfortunate confusion in view of the 
Queen's recent stay in the Emerald Isie— 
while his warnings on the subject of foreign 
foes have actually been looked upon as di- 
rected against the United States, the one 
country of al] others with which Lord Salis- 
bury is desirous of working in unison. This 
misconception of the Premier’s ominous dec- 
larations as to the necessity of England's 
being fully prepared to encounter foreign 
foes of far greater importance than the 
Boers has been willfully and industriously 
propagated far and wide by those London 
newspapers, such as, for instance, the Sat- 
urday Review, and others, which have all 
along been conspicuous alike for their ani- 
mosity to the present English Cabinet and to 
the United States. 


Work of Newspapers. 

Certain organs of the English press no- 
toriously hostile to Lord Salisbury have for 
the last three years or more been endeavor- 
ing by means of vicious attacks upon this 
country and upon its rulers to undo all the 
work that the present British administration 
and its able representative at Washington 
have accomplished towards bringing about 
a friendly understanding and a certain com- 
munity of action in foreign matters between 
the two greatest English speaking nations of 
the world—two nations which, if united, not 
by any treaties which are merely negotiated 
to be broken, but by sympathy and by com- 
munity of interests, are together able to 
impose their will upon the entire world, 
economically as well as politically. That this 
species of indefinable and unwritten union 
between Great Britain and the United States 
should form the object of hostile intrigucs 
on the part of statesmen and diplomats of 
foreign powers it is easy to understand, since 
any combination of this kind must constitute 
to them a subject of alarm. But it is singu- 
larly unfortunate that English politicians 
and newspapers should allow themselves to 
be induced by mere party hatred of Lord 
Salisbury and of his administration to abet 
and ald the work of England's foes by en- 
deavoring to stir up enmity and bad feeling 
between the United States and Great Britain. 
The most efficacious means by which this 
can be accomplished is by intimating that 
warnings of Lord Salisbury last week were 
directed against a power which since the

war with Spain has been consistently sin- 
cere in its attitude towards Great Britain. 

Those whom Lord Salisbury had in view 
when he urged his countrymen to gird their 
loins and be prepared for perils of the gravest 
character were neither President McKinley 
and his administration nor yet Colonel Bryan 
and Mr. Webster Davis, as some silly English 
papers would have us believe, but the French 
Nationalists. Indeed, the danger of war be- 
tween Englandand France is probably great- 
er at this moment than it was even at the 
time of the Fashoda controversy. There is 
but one obstacle which stands in the way, 
and that is the present French Cabinet, which 
may be overthrown at any moment, and the 
downfall of which is universally regarded 
as imminent. It is the most far-sighted, 
sober-minded, and sensible administration 
that France has enjoyed in many a long 
year, and being fully alive to the economic 
disasters resulting from a struggle between 
France and England, which would have the 
effect of weakening the former In a manner 
most satisfactory to Germany, has acted 
throughout the present war in south Africa 
ia the most perfectly correct and unexcep- 
tionable manner towards England, resisting 
popular pressure, which has been in favor 
of either helping the Boers or else of taking 
advantage of England’s troubles. But the 
Waldeck-Rousseau ministry is able to be 
overthrown at any moment. The recent 
municipal elections, especially in Paris, her- 
ald the early advent to office of the Na- 
tionalists, and the latter are virtually com- 
mitted to a policy of such active animosity 
towards England that it can only lead to war. 

Under ordinary circumstances the Roths- 
childs and their fellow-princes of finance, who 
virtually control the money markets of 
Europe, might be relied upon to veto any 
such struggle. But the Nationalist party in 
France is so identified with anti-Semitism 
that it is more than likely it would 
promote rather than obstruct the conflict, 
with the object of crushing those who have 
been for so long crying aloud for their blood 
and for their property. The consensus of 
their opinion is that victory would finally 
rest with England, which finds itself today 
immeasurably stronger than at the outset 
of the Boer.war, the latter having served 
to show to Britannia the weak points in her 
culrass in ample time to remedy them before 
embarking upon her fight with her former 
friend and ally across the channel. 

Those who have been blind either uninten- 
tionally or purposely to this, the true mean- 
ing of Lord Salisbury’s ominous warning, 
and who have construed his remarks to ap- 
ply to the Irish instead of to the Boers, and 
to the Americans instead of to-the French 
Nationalists, have in some cases endeavored 
to excuse and explain his Primrose league 
speech on the ground of eccentricity, lack of 
knowledge to what is going on about him, to 
his habit of delivering his utterances at 
random without weighing the effect of his 
words, and in some cases even to a revolu- 
tionary and unbalanced mind. The great 
Oxfotd University Professor Jowett has been 
elted as having borne testimony to his 
„ blazing indiscretions "’ and to his habit of 
saying on the impulse things of which he 
knows nothing and without any regard to the 
consequences.” In one word, this over- 
cautious, keen-sighted, and singularly able 
statesman (who,although chief of the Con- 
servative party, has never given way to its 


jingoist tendencies, but has on the contrary 
held them in strong check) is being described 


by his countrymen as more or less of a 
brilliant lunatic and as the antithesis of what 


he really is. 9 
Beard Is Responsible. 3 
This reputation with which he 18 now 
being endowed is in a great measure due to 
the fact that he wears a bushy beard. Lord 
Salisbury is the first full-bearded Prime 
Minister who has heid the reigns of govern- 
ment in Great Britain since hundreds of 
years. It cannot be denied that there re- 
mains to this day throughout the United 
Kingdom a good deal of that prejudice 
against beards which prevailed in the early 
part of the present century, when a man 
with a beard was looked upon, if not as a 
full-fledged madman, at any rate as extrava- 
gant in his ideas and as eccentric, while on 
the continent he was regarded until within 
the memory of the present generation as of 
such a revolutionary and dangerous type 
that the poiice considered it necessary to 
keep a sharp eye on his movements. In order 
to realize how uncommon full beards have 
been during the last few centuries it is mere- 
ly necessary to recall the fact that the Rt. 


Rev. Dr. Creighton is the first bearded 


Bishop of London to officiate as such in the 
Cathedral of St. Paul since its construction 
by Sir Christopher Wren, and that until Dr. 
Ryle was consecrated Bishop of Liverpool 
twenty years ago no bearded Bishop had 
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bordered by folds of the silk and fastens with 


broad selvage. |

ever taken his seat as a spiritual peer in 
the House of Lords since the reign of King 
Charles I. 


The fact of the matter is, Lord Salis- 
bury’s bushy beard firmly convinces the 
majority of his fellow-countrymen that he 
is not possessed of the same sound, sober 
sense by which they fondly imagine them- 
selves to be distinguished. They look upon 
it as an indication of the brilliant but like- 
wise of the extremely erratic character of 
his genius, and as confirming the stories, 
according to which he is so much wrapped 
up in his own thoughts and so. entirely aloof 
from his fellow creatures, that no undue ac- 
count must be taken of his “ blazing indis- 
cretions ” or of his reckless, impulsive, and 
amazing utterances. The latter, it is argued, 
must not be measured by any ordinary 
standard, at any rate so long as he wears 
his beard so bushy, and I firmly believe that 
were he to shave it off, content himself with 
mere whiskers, or even have it close cropped 
like his future King, he would enjoy to a far 
greater degree the confidence of the average 
Englishman than he does today. Indeed, it 
is not going too far to say that the sacrifice 
of his beard might win victory for the Con- 
servative party at the forthcoming general 
elections. | 

In the same way as bushy, untrimmed 
beards have been considered an indication 
of eccentric or revolutionary genius, mus- 
taches have from time immemorial been 
looked upon in the light of a demonstration 
of militarism, Tacitus relates that among 
the ancient Teutonic races mustaches were 
reserved as a special hirsute adornment for 
warriors who had distinguished them. 
selves in battle. Towards the close of the 
last century French Hussars were ordered 
to grow mustaches in order that they might 
appear exceptionally bellicose and ferocious, 
while it is well known that the first Napo- 
leon would permit none of his infantry reg- 
iments to wear any hair on their upper lip, 
except his veterans of the so-called “ Old 
Guard,” the “corps d’élite” of his army 
and who were allowed to wear mustaches 
as a special privilege and reward for their 
services, whence their nickname of Les 
Moustaches Grises de l' Empereur.“ 

Shortly before the present war in south 
Africa broke out the English War depart- 
ment issued a general order expressing its 
disapproval of the clean-shaven faces of its 
officers as being unsoldierlike and exacting 
that they should at once proceed to grow a 
mustache, while the Emperors ot Austria- 
Hungary and Germany have repeat- 
edly taken means to express their strong 
disapproval of the wearing of mustaches by 
civillans, peremptory orders having on sey- 
eral occasions been issued to the actors of 
the state theaters and even to certain 
branches of the civil service exacting that 
all hair should be removed from. the upper 
lip. If I thus cast a brief glance at what 
may be described as the hairy branch -of 
history it is with the object of showing 
the mustache has always been regarded as 
an ‘indication of military instincts on the 
part of its wearer; and the flercer and more 
defiant the mustache, the more recklessly 
brave and more eager for a fight was the 
wearer popularly supposed to be. Thus, on
